/ govern that fair Canton of che 
World, faw her felf in the end fubje- 
éted to Undkan a weak Prince, and go- 
vern d by an imperious Wife, who in- 
{pir'd him only with violent Refolutie 
ons. The City of Cambalu, where the 
Kings ordinarily refided, every way 
magnificent and glorious in the Maje- 
{ty of fix Kings who {tay’d at Undkan's 
Court, was upon the point of being

Zamar, for fo was the Wife of thae 
Prince called. . 
Undkan had an only Daughter of his 
firft Marriage, call’d Taxila, who .was 
admird by allthe Tartars, and whom 
he defign’d for the Son of the Queen 
his Wife. That Prince, nam’d Janur, 
was King of Tenduc, and in lieu of all 
' merit had the blind love of an ambiti- 
~ ous Mother, capable of facrificing all 
things to her own Grandeur. 
~ The Princefs of Tartary was born 
with admirable perfecétions, never was 
there feen any thing fo fair as fhe. The 
Charms of her Wit equall’d thofe of 
her Beauty. She had a great Soul, a 
perfect Virtue, and it may be faid chat 
_ Heaven was not wanting in its Favours 
toher. Her Inclinations were very op- 
pofite to the defigns ofthe King her Fa- 
ther, and in {pite of Timmur’s pretenfions, 
fhe avoided dexteroufly the force of che 
abfolute Orders that were impos’d upon 
het. 
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her. But her Heart, which the Son of 
Zamar could not touch, was neverthes 
lefs not infenfible.  Zingis who was 
banifh’d from Cambalu, tho’ guilty of no 
Crime, but chat of having too much 
merit, occafion’d a tender unquietnefs 
in her Soul.

This Difcourfe pierc’d the Soul of 
Taxila with a new Grief, fhe bid the Tar- 
tar withdraw, and fuffering her felf co

together lovely: Ah! my dear Axione, 
faid fhe unto her, the fatal accident 
which | fo much fear’d, hath now befaln 
us, and the generous Zuiigis is in the 
chains of the implacable Zamar.

are irritated againft me. But, Madam, 
continued Axione, D’ ye believe that the 
King will abjure Equity alcogether, 
and that he will give ic juft a caufe to 
fo many Princes that have their Eyes 
upon him, during their abode at Cam- 
balu, to deteft his Cruelty. Axton, re- 
plied Tazila, the Princes you fpeak of 
are naturally bafe, and are moreover 
incens’d againft the Valour of Zingés, 
who hath made them Slaves,and impos 
fed upon them the Tributes that fuppore 
Zamar’s pride. Madam, anfwered Az- 
jone, among the Kings whom we fee 
here, there may perhaps be fome that 
are brave and generous. ° Tistrue, re- 
plied the Princefs, that the King of 
Thibet hath a merit that diftinguifheth 
him from the reft ; together with thar, 
added -/zione, he hath Power, and Iam 
perfuaded thac he will attempt any 
thing for Zingis, for he is a lover of 


Virtue, and cannor endure Injuftice.

- Whilft thefe two amiable Perfons 
entercained one another in this manner, 
Zamar had the pleafure to fee her felf 
Miftrefs of the Deftiny of a Man who 
had fo much curb’d herinfolency. Und- 
kan had a great fhare in her joy, and 
Timur triumphed unworthily over the 
misfortunes of a generous Rival, to 
whom he was obliged for his Life and 
Liberty. — — | 
"The day publifhed the aftonifhing 
News among the Tartars. Thole who 
had feen Zingis, both in time of War 
and at Cambalu, prayed for his Ruin ot 
Safety, according to their different in- 
clinations; but there were very few 
who would not have willingly refcued 
him fromthe prefent Danger. _ oo 
 Affoon as they could have accefs to 
Undkan, the Kings of Tanguth, Cerguth, 
Frgimul, and Ung, waited upon him, 
and after them Philing King of Thibet. 
The firft four expreft a great deal of 

| a. joy: 
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joy for the captivity of his Enemy, and 
the laft, who with an independent Kings 
dom much more confiderable than the 
re(t, had alfo inclinations infinitely more 
noble and generous, fpoke boldly in 
Zingis’s favour, and openly made ic 
appear, that without knowing his Per- 
fon, he was full of Refpect and Eftcem 
for his Virtue, and for that glorious Re- 
puration, which had render’d his name 
{o famous in Afia. Undkan frown’d at 
Philing’s difcourfe; and Zamar who 
heard it, from that time looked upon 
him as a fufpected Perfon. Never any 
could difcover in him inclinations un- 
becoming a King. His Perfon was 
perfettly handfom, his Realms were 
ef a valt extent, and owned no other 
Superiour. The neighbourhood of 
China, which bordered on his Domini- 
ons, was able to give him very greac 
Advantages, in calling to his Affiftance 
a People, who being often affaulted 


by 
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by the Tartars, had hitherco kept on 
the defenfive fide, but long’d for an oc- 
~ cafion to humble them. All thefe rea- 
fons render'd the King of Thibet re- 
doubtable to the Tartar, who anf{wer- 
edhim calmly, That Zingis was a Trai- 
tor, and that the fecurity of his Crown 
_ obliged him to keep him in Prifon. 
Philing did not think fic to importune 
further an incens'd King and Queen at 
- prefent, in behalf of a Man whom he 
knew but imperfeétly, and he went 
out looking difdainfully on four Prin- 
ces, who difhonoured their Character 
in bafely flattering Undkan and Zamar. 
Philing from thence went ftrait co the 
Princeis, whither his Heart often call-— 
ed him, but by reafon of the Orders al- 
ready given out, he could neither be 
permitted to fee her, nor the amiable 
Axione. From thence he went to fee 
Almundzar, an illuftrious Tartar, in 


whom he had found a great deal of 
Virtue, 
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Virtue, who governed Tartary by the 
profound Knowledge which he had of 
its moft fecret Affairs, and whom ‘Za- 
mar upon that account did not love. 
He was a fincere Friend of Zingis, and 
3 Philmg found with him a faichful Ser- 
g vant of that Prince, who having found 
means to get off in the obfcurity of the 
night, was come to follicit Almundzar 
to labour for his Mafter’s Liberty. The 
a generous Tartar had received him per- 
gfectly well: but he feared with reafon 
jto be unable to do any thing for Zingis, 
againft the fierce and fubtle Zamar. 
They were upon this fubje& when the 
a King of Thibet enterd. Generous Al- 
a mundzar, faid he ac firft to the Favourite 
goof Undkan, What fthall we do for the 
Billuttrious Zingis, againft fo many im- 
gplacable enemies? Hatred, Subtilcy, 
Band ‘Vreachery, arearm’d againft him ; 
Band ic’s our Duty, whom Heaven hath 
favoured with more reafonable inclina- 
tions, 
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tions, to unite Virtue, Friendfhip, and 
Sincerity for his Affiftance. The Squire 


‘of Zingis, who knew not Philing, and 


admir’d his good Mien, was ravifhed 
to hear him {peak in that manner. //- 
mundzar aflur’d the King of Thibet 
that he was ready to hazard his Fortune 
and Life for the Service of Zingis ; buc 
withal that heknew nothing that could 
counterpoife the power of Zamar. | 
am ignorant of the particulars of Zingis 
his Life, faid Philing, and am only pre- 
occupy’d with thac fhining Merit, of 
which Fame fpeaketh fo advantageouf- 
ly : but, Amundzar, Cannot you inform 
me better? There isa Man, my Lord, 
replied Almundzar, pointing unto the 
faithful Squire of Zimgis, who can bet- 
ter than I give you that fatisfaction. 
Yes, my Lord, added Zerbin, with a 
refpectful bow, and I will do my Mas 
{ter a fenfible pleafure, to make him 
known to a Prince fuch as you. Philing 

cauicd 
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caufed Zerbin to withdraw into ano- 
ther Chamber, to leave Almundzar in 
liberry to fec about the Affairs with 
which he was ufually bufied, and 
having conveniently feated him- 
felf, Zerbin began his Difcourfe in this ’ 
manner.

Tbe Hiftory of Zingis and the 
7 Princefs ‘Taxila. 


OU know, my Lord, that my 
Matter is the Son of Sukuh, or 
Bahadur , firnam’d the Warriour, King 
of the Monguls; and you are not igno- 
rant that amongft the reft of the Afratick 
Nations, thefe have made themtelves 
be diftinguifhed by the undauntednefs 
of their Courage, and the ftri& Unicy 
which they preferve among them(elves: 
Bgbadur is of the Linage of our moft 
ancient

ancient Kings, the worthy Succeffour] 
of innumerable Heroes, the Terror off 
his Enemies, and Darling of his Sub: 
jects. His Dominions are of a vaft Ex- 
tent. “The River Tartar and Lake of 
Coras render a great part of the Coun-§ 
try fertile,and that defare Region which 
comprehendeth Bargu, and reacheth to} 
the Sea of Tartary, is almoft unknown 
to thofe who border onUndkan’sRealms. 

‘Bahadur had two Children of the 
Queen his Wife; the famous Zingis§ 
whom Fortune doth now expofe in fof 
cruel a manner, and the Princefs Ze-f 
nelie who was carried away by Rob-] 
bers at three years of age, in a Voy-§ 
age which the Queen made tof 
feck a place, the Air of which might 
be advantageous to their Health, which 


lofs of the innocent Zenelie brought her § 
with Sorrow to her Grave, leaving the 
young aaa the only Confolation. of} 

her § 
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her afflicted Husband. He was firft 
called Temuzin; bute there appeared in 
him even in his Infancy, fo much Great- 
nefs of Soul and Courage, that the Peo- 
ple named hin Zingis, which is a Name 
given only to extraordinary Perfons. 

Bahadur enjoying a Son fo worthy 
of his Affection, did not defire a more 
numerous Poftericty, and made the 
Prince Zingis the Object of all his Cares, 
who im few years became perfectly 
well accomplifhed. The King with 
a great deal of Pleafure faw his excel- 
lent Qualities increafe together. He 


knew by.his firft fetting out, that he 


would not degenerate from fo many 
Great Men, whofe Blood ftream’d in 
his Veins, feeing he afpired unto true 
Glory, loved Virtue above all things, 
and bewraied only generous Inclinati- 
ons. When he had attained the feven- 
teenth year of his Age, he appeared of 
fo graceful a Mien, ‘that never any pe 

: im

him had hitherto been feen; Bahadur 
delighted in his prefence; but the 
young Prince who had thus far lived a 
peaceful Life, and whofe Courage re- 
quired Bufinels of greater Noife, began 
to think of leaving his Father for fome 
time. My Lord, faid he, one day une 
to him, Are you not fenfible that I 
owe fomething to the Honour which 
I have to be your Son? Hithertol have 
been able only to teftify my Refpect 
unto you; but, my Lord, this is not 
fufficient to fatisfy the Blood that ani- 
mateth us. The profound Peace which 
the Monguls enjoyed by your Valour, 
doth not permit meto live at Molg in per- 
petual floth: we might one day blufh,

This | 
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This Difcourfe flatcer’'d the greac 
Courage of Bahadur, but the fame time 
it frightned the cendernefs of his Love. 
Zingis, replied he to the young Prince, 
Neither your illuftrious Anceftors, not 
the moft envious Nations, have as yet 
any thing to reproach you with, and 
you have been employ’d ina diligenc 
Preparation for a glorious riper Age. F 
love to fee you, and I fear to lofe you: 
Bur, my Son, notwithftanding this, 
do not chink that] will always detain 
you'in a Country, which in the Opi- 
nion of che greateft part of Mankind is 
more proper for Wild Beafts, than fot 
Princes, whom Heaven hath created 
with fome Meric: | do not oppofe 
that noble Emulation which anima- 
teth you; burt, my dear Znigis, wait 
a lictle longer; you know that the King 
of che Tartars doth threaten us ; | he is 
perhaps ready to declare himfelf our 
f Enemy. The Tributes which he exe 
déteth of feyerak Kings will certainly 
Cc come 
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come as faras us; and then we will 
not want War. Alas, my Lord, faid 
Zingis interrupting him, How hard is 
it for a Man of my Age and Humour 
to delay fuch Projects ? I don’t know 
whether the King of the Tartars con- 
foundeth us with the other Princes 
whom he would render his Vaffals ; but 
by what you have done, I believe he 
will confider more than once upon it 
before he attack you. Inthe end, my 


mm, Lord, thefe are but uncertain Conje- 





étures, and if you will not permit me 
to pafsthe Limits of Tartary, fuffer me 
to run cthsough all the extent thereof, 
that I may inftruct my felf by fight of 
many rare things, which I have only 
confufedly heard of. | 

The King of the Monguls found fo 
much reafon in ‘the Prince’s Defign, 
chat he confentred at laft co his depare | 
ture, tho’ not without doing himfelf f 
a great deal of Violence; buc upon | 
Condition, that he fhould not pafs the 
ine 7 Bounds § 
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Bounds of Tartary. He permitted hira 
to vifit Undkan’s Court, with whom he 
had not yet any broil ; and Zangis facil 
fied with what he had obtained, thoughe 
on nothing elfe but to make ready his 
Equipage. He would not carry along 
with him a great Train of Servants. 
becaufe a profound Peace reigned o- 
ver all che Countries through which he 
defigned co pafs. Seeing I had been 
educated near his Perfon, and favoured 
with his Friendfhip, I accompanied 
him, and we parted from Molg, as it¢ 
we had lefe a Prifon. ; 

The firft thing we vifited was the 
Burying-place of the Zartarian Princesa 
The Tombs are ficuaced in Hills which 
do not hinder a Traveller to behold 
from afar an infinite number of mags 
nificent Pyramids which overlook the 
tops of the Mountains. From thence 
coafting along by the Defarts of Belgian, 
we faw the Kingdoms of. Tanguth and 
* Ergimul, without (topping in any place, 
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or making our felves known, and took 


the way to Cambalu,where we defign’d 
to make a longer abode. 

As we drew near to that City, we 
were told that Undkan was gone with 
all his Court to pafs the faireft Seafon 
of the Year at Ciigui, a pleafant Town 
feated on the River Pazantu: Seeing ic 
was only for the Court thac my Mafter 
was going co Cambalu, upon this News 


_ he directed his Journey towards Cingni. 
"9 The Palace-royal is without the Town, 
_and one of the moft magnificent in all 


Tartary : The Gardens are vaft and cus 
rioufly cultivated ; the Waters add un- 
tothem a thoufand Embellifhments ; 
the Trees form a charming obfcurity, 
which the Sun in many places ean fcarce 
penetrate, and there one may walk at 
all hours. We difcovered the Royal 
Houle from a good diftance, and Zins 
gis fatigu’d with the heat, feeing one 
of the Gates of the Garden open, .and 
kept by none, had a mind to enter into” 

1c 
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it and refrefh himfelf fome moments, 
pointing with his hand to a place 
where he commanded us to wait for 
him. Although he had already made 
a great Journey,there was nothing neg- 
le&ted about him, and the magnificence 
of his Habit fetting offthe luftre of his 
good Mien, one may fay that he ap- 
pear’d to be fomething more chan hu- 
mane. 

He admired the Beauty of thefe Gar- 
dens, which certainly is extraordinary, 
he walk’din chem with pleafure, and 
thought of returning to us, when crof- \, 
fing an Alley, he faw atthe end thereof 
feveral perfons together, and diftin- 
suifh’d amongft the reft fome Women. 
Ashe is nothing lefs than fearful, he ad- 
vanc'd witha great deal of boldnefs,and 
as he drew nearer, he perceiv’d thar 
thefe Women were of the higheft Qua- 
licy, by the refpe&t that was fhew’d un: 
to them: He was defirous to know 

more of them, and therefore watked 
C2 falter ; 
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fatter; but a Man breaking off 
from the reft came up to him, and 
looking upon him with a difdainful air ; 
Ho! Who art thou, faid he unto him 
haughtily , that violating the facred 
Laws of the place, comeft infolently to 
fail in the refpect thou oweft to the Ma- 
jefty of the Princefs of Tartary? Art 
thou ignorant chat no Stranger dareth 
to appear before her, without being in- 
troduced according to the ufual Cu- 
ftoms? and is it to brave thofe who 
follow her that chou comeft thus to ex- 
~pofe thy felf to our juft Fury ? » 

Zingis was not accuftom’d unto fuch 
Difcourfes, and chis manner of accoft- 
ing him furpriz’d him: His Action ap- 
peat’d unto him innocent, and the Tare 
tars incivilicty incenfing him: 1 am a 
Man, reply’d he, who am not born to 
give anaccount of what I pretend to 
do: I would juftifie my felftothe Prin- 
cefs,but 1do not know how to give that 
fatisfaction to the Subjects of Undkan 
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He who heard Ziigis,was too haugh- 
ty not to be incens’d with that An{wer; 
"twas Timur, whom the Titles of King 
of Tendur, and Son of the ‘Lartarian 
Queen, had fwell’d with Pride even to 
Infolency ; and though thac Character 
of Grandeur which appear’d over all 
the Perfon of the Mongul Prince, ought 
to have ftay’d his hand, fecing himlelf 
back’d in his bafe Defign, he drew his 
Sword, and lifted up his Arm co ftrike 
Zingis; but how fatal had his Rafhnefs 
like to have prov’d unco him: The 
terrible Zingis prevented him by fo ¢ 
heavy a blow on the Head that he laid 
him quite ftun’d ac bis Feet, and had it 
not been for the thicknefs of his Head- 
Tire, he would never have afterwards 
difturb’d the quiet ofimy Matter. 
The Fall of Timur made a great num- 
ber of the Guards run thither, who 
would have feiz’d upon Zingis : He 
defended himfelf valiantly, buc never- 
thelefs could not have preferv’d himflelt 
C 4 from 
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from proving what Vertue hath caufe 
to fear from perlons altogether void of 
ic, if Undkan had not appear’d inthe 
fame Alley. Ac farft he was inform’d 
of the caufe of this Diforder, and find- 
ing it fo fmall, he was forry for what 
had befaln Timur ; and having but too 
good an Opinion of him, who fear’d 
danger {0 little, he approach’d unto 
him with the Princels. 

Undkan hath a goodly Prefence, able 
toinfpire even chofe who do not know 
him,with refpeét; but it was the Beau- 
ty of Taxila, and not the prefence of her 
Father, that made the Mongul Prince 
render his Arms. This charming fight 
Jurpriz’d him in Juch a manner, that he 
found himfelf unable co abftain from 
gazing upon her, and trom yielding up 
his young Heart co thofe glorious Fet- 
ters which Fortune had prepar’d for 
him. Undkan who had not as yet bid 
adieu to Generofity, look’d upon my | 


Matter with admiration, and Zineis 
accoft- 
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accofting him with a Grace that was 
natural to him; | perceive, my Lord, 
faid he, that you are the King of the 
Tartars, and it is only to you that lam 
oblig’d co juftifie my felf. [ am Zingis 
Prince of the Monguls, and came into 
your Dominions with a purpofe to re- 
main:a while with you as a Friend and 
Allie. Paffing by thefe Walls,by chance 
1 obferv’d an open Door, and noc 
knowing the Cuftoms of the place, | 
enterd withouc deliberatron into a 
place I jude’d free, and was affronted € 
by a man, who is as ignorant of his du- 
ty to Strangers, as | am of che Cuftoms 
of your Kingdoms. 

My Mafter’s Dilcourfe furpriz’d Und- 
kan: He had not a more confiderable 
Allie than the King of the Monguls, and 
it was a great Honour to him to fee 
that King’s Son at his Court, being 
withal the handfomeft and moft love- 
ly, Prince that his Eyes had ever yet 


beheld. I knew well that you were 
none 
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none of our Tartars, -anfwer'd he, for 
none of chem are fo handfom as you. 
But,, my Lord, that which according § 
to our Laws would be a Crime in an § 
ordinary Stranger, isnone in the Prince : 
of the Monguls, whom I will always 
behold with pleafure at Cingui, Camba- 
lu, and through all the Extent of my 
Empire. At thefe words he embrac’d 
him, and prefenting him co the Prin- 
eels; Taxila, faid he unto her, Entreat 
the Prince Zingis to forget the bad Re- 
ception he met with upon your ac- 
count. My Matter, who found all his 
Wrath affwaged, and his natural fierce- 
‘nefs yielding to Tazila’s Charms, falu- 
ted her kneeling, and ask’d Pardon of 
her for the Errour his Ignorance had 
_betray’d him into. The Princefs re- 
ply’d, That the could add nothing to 
what her Father had faid; and my 
Matter who could not withdraw his 
Eyes from fo charming an Object, did 
already feel the powerful Impreffions 

which 
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which her extraordinary Beauty made 
upon him. 

Timur was come to himfelf again, 
and Zingis hearing that he was the 
Queen’s Son, Accofted him with an 
Air that had nothing of an Enemy in 
it: Jamvery forry, my Lord, faid he 
unto him, for having been engag’d in 
an Anger, which | entreat you would 
forget, and pleafe to be reconcil’d to a 
Prince, who did not defign in coming 
to Cingui, to create unto himfelf fuch E- | 
nemies as you are. At thefe wordshe 
offer’d to embrace him, and though 
Timur receiv'd him coldly, the Prefence 
of the King hinder’d him from refifting 
my Mafter’s advance. 

Zamar came afterwards, and was 
in a few words inform’d of the Adven- 
ture chat had happened. —- Undkan pre- 
fented Zingis unto her, and fhe could 
not hinder her felf from entertaining a 
fecret Refentment of the Affront her 
Son had receiv’d. Neverthelefs fhe 

appear d 
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appeard civil unto my Mafter, who 
not having his Eyes open but to con.

We had Orders tof 
wait upon our Prince, who was plac’d§ 
in one of the faireft Apartments, andj 
quickly judg’d that this Adventuref 
would ere-long be the caufe of many§ 
others. 
He was in alittle time advanc’d by] 
all che Tartars, and the Princefs had a 
judgment too juft not to diftinguifh} 
his Merit ; They liv’d in greater Tran-f 
quillicy ac Cingui than act’ Cambalu,: be-f 
caufe the Court was not fo numerous. § 
Undkan, who was defirous to gain chef 
Affection of a confiderable Prince, that 
he might obtain of him by Sweetnels, f 


what he pretended to impofe upon§ 
others § 
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others by force, negleéted nothing that 
might pleafe che young Zingis. He 
foughe all occafions of entertaining him 
with Pleafures agreeable to his Inclina- 
tions, and feeing thae Timur till kepc 

p his coldnefs, he entreated him to 
bree himfelf: And he, chough noc 
without Repugnance, by the Advice of 
a politick Mother, who hop’d to ob- 
ain for this Son one of che greareft 
rowns in Afia from Undkan, did what 
he King defir’d him. € 

As for my Mafter, he wholly gave 
imfelf up unto Love. The more he | 
aw Taxila, the greater Empire fhe 
ain'd over him : His Heart full of an 
rdent Paffion,began to feel Pains be- 
ore unknown to him, and fearing as 
et more cruel Vexations, he became 
eftlefs as foon as he began to love. He 
as the Son of a Prince that could de- 
y him nothing, but Tazila was the 
aughter of a Man, that deftin’d her 
t Timur ; andthe Dominions of this 
Rival 
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Rival were much inferiour to thef 
Kingdom of the Monguls, he was al 
King, and the Son of Zamar who hadi 
all power over Undkan. | 
In the end they left Cingut to returng 

to Cambalu : There the Divertifements@ 
chang’d Face 5 inftead of Walks, they - 
were taken up with Plays and publick# 
Spectacles. Taxila had feveral Maids§ 
of Quality about her: Buta few days ; 
before our Arrival at Cingui, fhe hadf 
been prefented with an unknown Gill 
admirably Fair, and perfectly Lovely, 
whom the Princefs foon diftinguifh‘dj 
from all the reft, by a Friendfhip full] 
of Efteem and Confidence. “The Men 
who made the greateft Figure at Court 
were Timur, Almundzar, and Omir Prince 
of Brema, who had been brought 
young to Cambalu, the King of Tartar 
having poffefs’d himfelf of his Father’g 
Dominions, who had loft his life in de 
fending them.

| though fhe was diligently obferv’d by 
§ Timur, who enjoy'd the Priviledges 
| which his Mothers Credit gave him, 
and often put the Patience of the Prin» 
cefs of Tartary to a cruel Teft. For 
thinking himfelf fecure of a Happinels 
he did not merit, he fpoke before her

| their Princes, and everyewhere were 
made great Preparations for War. 
| The Kings of Fanguth, Cerguth, and 
1 Ergimul, could eafily joyn their Forces, 
I becaufe of the Neigbourhood of their 
i Provinces, but he of Ung being more 
: E 2 remote, 
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remote, and lying on the oppofite fide, 
was to make a Diverfion. Tho’ Zingis 
had reafon to believe, That the Monguls 
would have their turn next; yet lo- 
ving Taxila as he did, he would not 
remain idle in her Father’s Court , and 


tho’ he found injuftice in Undkan’s Ate § 


rempt, yet Love hinder’d him from 
examining his Procedures rigoroutly.

| bue with his Mother; his Gate was full 
§ of Haughcinefs, and he had receiv’d for 
f 2 Reward of his Bafenels, new afluran- 
| ces of Happinefs ; or rather amar, 
| who defirous to comfore him in his 
| bad Fortune in War, and to diffipate a 
| gloomy Penfivenefs which difquieted 
him, had drawn from Undkan ftronger 
Promifes, That he would give Tazila 


unto 
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unto her Son, thai ever he had made 
unto her befure. He was vex’d to fee 
Zingis in a place, where from hence- 
forth he was refolv’d-co Reign alone ;

I am pers 
(waded, Madam, an(wered She, with — 
her ordinary moderation, that you owe 
only to your felf thac which you calla 
Happinefs for Timur , and which ac- 
cording to the Inclinations that Hea- 
ven hath given me, can be none for 
me. Your perpetual Sollicitations force 
the King to conftrain me ; meantime, 
Madam, my Refpe& to him exempteth 
you from the Scorn you fpeak of, and 
of which [am not very capable.

and that formerly you could only pre- 
tend to be rank’d amongft the meaneft 
of them.

_ Je is impoffible for me to exprefs my 
Matter’s Defpair, when he was cold of 
this fpeedy Refolution : He found hime 
felf fo much the more miferable chat 
he could alledge nothing to the King 
of Tartary, but a Love pofteriour to 
— thac of Timur. He knew that he was 
' Jov’d, and tafted the Sweetnefs of that 
“| precious Advantage ; but he faw the 
lovely Tazila made fubjeét to an abfo- 
Jute Power, and upon the point to be 
Sacrific’'dto him whom fhe hated. All 
his Thoughts were violent: although 
he fhould Arm all Tartary againft him- 


felf, 
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(elf, by attempting againft Timur’s Life ; 
he concluded that he had better perifh, 
than leave him in peaceful Poffeffion 
of Tazila. Things were arrived co 
that height, that che Princefs was for- 
bidden to fee him ; and this Prohibi- 
tion did compleatly incenfe him, fo 
that he went out of the Palace refolv’d 
to abandon himfelf to his Wrath. Paf- 
fing through the great Place, he faw 
Timur accompanied with a {mall num- 
ber of Attendants, and forgetting that 
not only he was at Cambalu, but al- 
foin the view of Undkan and Zamar, | 
beholding in Timur the Perfecutor of 
Taxila, he advanc’d towards him wich 
aterrible air... King of Tendur, {aid he 
unto him, You who defign to carry 
a War as far as the Mogols, begin 
it at Cambalu againft a man, without 
whole Affiftance you would not be in 
aCondition to exercife an unjuft Vio- 
lence againft the Princefs of Tartary. 
It ig by your Orders that Iam prohi- 
| bited 
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to the Ground piered with feveral 
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bited to fee her, and I will lofe my Life, 
or you fhall give me Satisfaction for 
this Injury.“ Uamur was not prepard 
for fo troublelom a Rencounter, and 
had no mind to fight: He would have 
put it off with a difdainful Anfwer. But 
Zingis who had his Sword drawn in his 
Hand, conftrained him to put himlelf 
in a potture of Defence. “Timur's ful- 
lowers run in between them: but my 
Mafter’s Valour had quickly difpersd 
them, and feeing his unworthy Rival 
without other Defence than his Arms; 
Defend thy felf, Traytor, faid he unto 
him, and fhew thy felf this Day wor- 
thy of Tazila, by giving {ome Proof of 
thy Courage. The Son of Zamar heard 
thefe Words, but wasno lefs fearful 
than feeble; and my Matter fent him 











Stroaks, without receiving any hurt by 

his Arms. : . 
Zingis would not retire after this A- 
&ion ; buc Almundzar, whom the se 
0 
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of the Combate had brought to the 
place, obliged him in the Name of the 
Princefs to take care of himfelf, and the 
Night happily approaching, he made 
him be conducted unto afure Retreat, 
which I alone knew. 

They carried Timur to the Palace, 
without any figns of Life: Zamar cry'd 
ouc dreadfully , and uttered horrible 
Imprecations againft Tazila and my 
Mafter. - Undkan order’d a_ diligent 
Search to be made for them ; but Al 
mundzar had provided fufficiently for 
his Safety. We came co {ce him thac | 
very Night, and inform’d him of all the 
Preparations that were making againft 
him, fhewing him that there was an 
unavoidable Neceffiry for him to de- 
part out of Tartary. My Matter re- 
fifted a great while; but lmundzar con- 
vine’d him, that chough he ftaid at Cam- 
balu,he could not fee thePrincefs,that fhe 
would be in continual Alarms, and that 
for her quiets-fakehe ought to go & wait 

fome- 
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‘fomewhere elfe, until this Storm was 
over-blown. Zingis yielded not but 
upon condition that he fhould fee Taz- 
ila bef: his Departure, and che next 
Nighc che faithful Almundzar introduc’d 
him unto her by a private way which 
he knew. Axione alone was in the 
Secret: Almundzar went out to watch 
mq that no body fhould Surprize them ; 
and Zingis cafting himfelf at the Prin- 
ceffe’s Feet, lay there a great while 
without being able to exprefs himfelf. 
What have you done, my Lord, faid 
fhe unto him , raifing him up? and 
what will be che Contequence of this 
' daft Effeé& of your Valour? What was 
[not obliged to do, to take you from 
‘Timur, Madam, replyed my Matter, or 
~ at leaft to retard his Happinefs. 1 know 
“, not, continued Taxila, whether Heaven 
», may not fometimes pardon a violent. 
i A@ion: but certain it is, chat I cannot 
grieve for Timur’s prefenc Condition. 


Mean-time , my Lord, you muft be 
| gone, 
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gone, you mutt refolve upon it, for as 
long as | know youare here, I {hall be 
dif{quieted with perpetual Frights. Mas 
dam, reply’d my Matter, If 1 had only 
my own Life to look to, I proteft | 
would not depart from Cambalu; but 
feing your Quiet is concern’d, | am 
ready todo any thing. In the meant 
time, my Princefs, confider unto whae 
Punifhment he that loveth you with fo 
much Ardour, is going to be expoled 
inthe uncertainty of a long Abfence. 
The proud Timur will be curd; my 
Arms have not been fo happy as to put 
anend to his life. Ah! who will defend 
you againft that Enemy, when Zingis 
is far from you? Suffer me co waie 
here, until I fee what may be his Dee 
ftiny, chat fo 1 may hinder yours from 
being miferable. No, my Lord, re- 
ply’d the fair Princefs, 1 will not be 
guilcy of fo cruel a Complaifance. O 
Heavens! I tremble as | fpeak to you, 


when I confider that the revengeful La- 
mar 
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mar is fo near us. Suffer me to offer up 
Vows for youthar are not difturb’d by 
Fear; perhaps Heaven will hearthem: 
Whatfoever happen, believe that I love 
you. I do not offend Vertue in affu- 
ring you of an innocent Tendernefs, 
and if this can fatisfie you, cafte the 
Pleafure thereof entirely. Think for 
your Comfort, when you leave me, 
that though you depart from Tazila's 
Prefence, yet you fhall ftill abide in her 
BHleart : and that not only her Quier, 
but alfo her Reputation obligeth you 
to this Conftraint. Yes, Madam, re- 
ply’d the Amorous Zingis, 1 will de- 
part, fince you command me, and | 
will comfort my felf with the precious 
« Affurances which your Goodnefs hath 
Mn given me: But how fhall I behave my 
».  felftowards the King your Father ? Shall 
4, Idefend my Life againft him, ifhe At 
io faule me? and willrhe Refpect which 
: J owe unto you, permit me to Arm my 
Subjects againft the Tartars ? Yes, my 

| Lord, 
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Lord, anfwered the Generous Taxila, 
and if my Father become your declared 
Enemy, after the Obligations whi.’ 
he hath unto you, make ule of your 
| Forcesand Valour, only fpare his Life: 
| ivis his Perfon alone chat I recommend 
j unto you. Go, my dear Zingss, {tay 
no longer ina Place fo full of Danger. 
| Acchefe Words fhe held out her Hand 
|! tohim, which the Prince refpeéttully 
i Kiffed,and without hiding her fears 
1 fom him, fhe received his Adieu, and 
F in fine, obliged him to Retire. He took 
| his Leave of Axione, wha was no lefs 

F AMliéted than thePrincefs; and afcer 
hehad athoufand times Embraced A4- ” 
mundzar, who had made all neceflary 
Preparations for our Departure, we lefc 
Cambalu , and took the way to Mole. 
Our Voyage was very fad, and finding 
the King Dead at our Arrival at Molg ; 
my Mafter, who lov'd him tenderly, 
received aterrible augmentation of Af- 
fiction, and manifefted the Goodnefs 
G2 of 
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of his Nature by the deep Mourning 
in which he continued a great while. 
His Subjects ravifh’d cto fee him again, 
Swore an inviolable Fidelity to him ; 
and fome Months after his Arrival, not 
doubting but that he would be at- 
tack’d , and Tazxila having permitted 
1+ himto defend bimfelf, he vificed all his 
Provinces, & pait even untothe Defarts 
of Bargu, and Dilciplin’d in a little time | 
thofe People, that were never train’d 
before, teaching them the Art of War 
which he knew as perfeétly as any 
Prince in che World. His Neighbours 
jealous of his Glory, would have di 
i fturbed him ; but in a few Months time 
he added fome Provinces to his Domi 
i. nions, amongf{t which were Jek, Mo- 
~  trik, and Melair. In this Triumphant 
“Condition, being more fenfible of his 
.' T.ove than of fo much Glory, feeing 
"| thae Lartary made no Advances againft 
him, and believing chat perhaps the face 
of Affairs there was changed, he dif- 
‘ | . patched 
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patch’d a magnificent Embaffie to Hnd- 
kan, to demand the Princets, but he was 
rejected, and treated as a prelumpcuous 
Perfon. Timur,as he had forefeen, was 
recoverd of his Wounds: He turned 
the Fury of his Delpair again{t new E- 
nemies, and was ever Victorious. But 
unable to live longer without fleeing 
Taxila,knowing that fhe was yet free, by 
afecret Correlpondence which he kepe 
with Almundzar, he retuined to Cambaln, 
with a Defign to make the Princefs 
confent to be carried away, or to die 
before her Eyes, if fhe proved obfti- 
nate. Arriving at the Palace-Gate 
which was to be opened unto us, the 
| Impatience of Zingis berrayed him ; he 
| {poke, Zamar heard him,and youknow, 
i my Lord, what fhe hath done againtt 
f my Mafter. 

,  UPHLUS ended Zerbinjand the King 
of Thiber, after having peut fome time 
fin. Admiration of fo Uluftrious a Lite, 
afur’d the Mogol that he had no lefs 
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Affection for his Mafter, chan thofe that 
were moft particularly acquainted with 
him; and recurning to Almundzar, prai- 
fed him for his zealous Fidelity to Zm- 
gis. My dear Almundzar, faid he unto 
him, What Methods fhall we take to 
fave the Prince Zingis? What fhall we 
do againft the cruel Zamar? As her 
Hatred is inflexible, and her Power 
over Undkan abfolute, I fee no way left 
to Triumph over her but by Force, and 
IT know not where we can find Forces 
fufficient for an Enterprize of that {m- 
portance. Whatfoever may nappen, 
continued Philing, 1 will die before | 
fuffer the King of the Mogols to perifh: 
We mult fee Lndkan, and once more 
try the ways of Sweetnefs ; but if he 
perfevere in his Cruelty, I will openly 
declare my felfhis Enemy.  Almundzar 
approved of che generous Refolution of 
Philing, and affured him, thae whatfoe- 
ver he attempted for Zingis, he would 
ftill fland his Friend.: 
. This 
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This Day paft over very fadly ; o7 
the Morrow, the King of Thibet weit 
to fee Undkan, whom he found ill 
Beleaguer’>d by Zanur, and made the 
more haft, becaufe he feared fome fee 
crec Cruelty; for they talked at Cam- 
balu of Zingis’s Death, as of a thing ab- 
folutely certain. 

Zamar and Undkan feared the Pre- 
fence of this Prince, who was neither 
their Subject nor Tributary, and who 
they faw did ever declare himfelf bold- 
ly for Vertue. Fils Arrival put them 
out of Countenance, and Zamar was 
extreamly troubled atit: My Lord, ¢ 
faid he to the King of Tartary, | don’t §%\ 
know whether the Defign chat hath 
brought me hither this Morning, will 
have a favourable Succefs; but | pro- 
telt [never had a more prefling Incereft, 
thanthat whichI have inthe King of 
the Mogols Life. Ic will be glorious 
unto you, my Lord, to Treac a Prince 
generoully, who you believe hath given 

G "you 
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you juft caufe of Offence: bucit would § 

be an eternal Shame unto you, to ex- 
ercife an unjuft Cruelty over him, ha- 
wing fo many Reafons to efteem him, 
and to look upon him as the Greatefta- 
mong Men. No body is ignorant of § 

the Services that he hath done you, and 

|. his Love for the Princefs is the onely 
| Crime you can accufe him of. But, 
2 my Lord, In the Digniry to which 
Heaven hath exalted you, confider J 
what you owe to that of other Kings: 
Shall you be Powerful only to be Un- 
juft, and will you exercife that Power 
_  gveran Enemy, who would not bein 
; your Hands, but that he put bimfelf in 
them ; an Enemy all whofe Steps are 
Glorious, and on whom the Eyes of 
innumerable Kingdoms are fix’d: chac 
would beaready way to confirm the 
Ideas which other Nations have of us: 
they look uponus ftillas Scythians ; that 
isto fay, People without Laws, with- 
out Gods, and without Religion. Will 
you 
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you imitate thofe barbarous Examples 
of Antiquity, which are defervedly e- 
fteem’d trighcful Prodigies? And will 
you Sacrifice a great King for fo light 
Reafons ? Thefe light Reatons, inter. 
rupted Zamar, traniported with Anger, 
will not pafs for {uch in the Hearts of 
Mothers, as tender as | am, and he who 
attempted cto kill my Son before my 
Eyes, and almoft in my Arms, can ne- 
vet be coo feverely punifhed for a Vio- 
lence that hath colt him fo much Blood, 
and me fo many ‘Tears. 

Iam cold, reply’d the King of Thi- 
bet, chat Timur was well accompany’d, 
when Zaingis attack’d him, and even 
that the Rules of Generofity were not 
at all obferv’d on this Occatfion, feeing 
| many Swords were at once turn’d a- 
gainft one Man: And methinks I have 
alfo heard, that the King of the Mozols 
faved the King of Tendur’s Life oftner 
than once in the Wars of Ung. My 
Lord, anfwered Hamar, Youare fo well 

infornvd 
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inform’d ‘of all thac concerns Zingis, 
that it feems you have kept a particular 
Correfpondence with him; and that 
doubtlefs in our Dominions, and upon 
thefe Conjectures, we might juftly 
What, Madam, interrupted Phi- 
ling coldly, Lay me in Chains as _ well 
: as him, and add one Injuftice to an- 
gem. other? “Tis no matter from what 
|g Mouth I have learn’d the Miracles of 
his Life ; it’s fufficient that Iam a very 
fincere and zealous Admirer of them. 
My Lord, faid Unkan, The Queen 
fpeaketh as an enraged Mother, and 
you ought not tocondemn her Refent- 
/ ment. Ihave confidered your Rea- 
+ fons, but they have not convinced me ; 
‘and it would be no lefs than to endan: 
ger Vertue, to fuffer thefe Men to live 
that difquiet Kingdoms, and_ without 
ln: Reafon defile the Palaces of Princes 
;: with Blood. I have received Services 
- of Zingis, and Honour’d him as a Stran- 
~ ger whom I judged worthy of my Es 
Po {teem ; 
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tteem; but he, abufing my Eafines, 
remain’d at my Court, to delude a 
young Prince{s, and withdraw her from 
the Obedience which fhe oweth unto 
me; and pufhing on his Arrogancy to 
a preater height, he affaulceth a Prince 
who is my Son, becaufe he is my Wife’s, 
and to whom | have detflin’d my 
Daughter ; and recurneth incognito to 
Cambalu, to be introduc’d into my 
Houle, there to Plot fecretly with the 
weak Taxila. Whactdo I know but 
he hath laid Defigns again{t my Life, 
and who will afflure me of the Inno- 
cency of his Intentions ? In fine, | owe 


this Vidtim to my own quiet, and it’s € 


only to lofe time in vain to follicite his 
Liberty. I perceive ,,my Lord, an- 
fwerd Philing, That his Ruin is {worn, 
and that you cannot be oppos’d in pla» 
cesentirely fubje& to your Power. But 
of the Humour of whichI am, [ will 
never fuffer this Crueley without re- 
fenting it. Probably you never fear 

the 
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the Wrath of Heaven, nor the Scorn 
of Men: but do you imagine that the 
jufter part of this Portion of the World 
which we inhabir, will fuffer you to 
immolate the Illuftrious Zingis, without 
doing any thing for his Revenge? In- 
dia, Perfia, and China will be eafily 
mov d, and there wants only,added he, 
infpird by his Generofity, a Prince 
fuch as Jam to excite them toit, and 
co bring into your Dominions a Storm 
that will foon overwhelm you. He 
went out after this, and f{eeing his 
Threats were far diftane, Undkan and 
Zamar were more incens’d than fright- 
ned at them. Their firft “Choughe 
was to make him to be apprehended; 
bue Amundzar, and fome other Tartars 
in whom Mndkan put Confidence, hin- 
dered him from proceeding to that Ex- 
tremity, reprefenting unto him, chac ic 
would be co arm all the Powers of the 
Univerfe againft himfelf. Zamar was 
not of this Opinion, but fhe was fore’d 
to yield. The 
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The King of Thibet would once a- 


gain endeavour to fee the Princels: He 
was denied admittance into her Apart- 
ment as formerly ; bue whilft thcens’d 
with this Denial, he medicated upon 
Means to humble an unjuft Power, 
the afflicted Tarila and amiable Axione 
lived ina fad Solitarinefs, and were on- 
ly accompanied with difmal Thoughts. 

But what were the Thoughts of Zingis, - 
fo nigh Tazila, and yet fo unable to 
difcourfe with her? Knowing his E~- 
nemies fo well, he doubted not of his 
Mifery ; and the Idea of Death, which 
he had fo often brav’d, was lefs tor- 
menting tohim, than his Abfence from 
the Princels. 

Almundzar intereft’d himfelfas a gene- 
rous Friend in Zingis’s Misforcunes: But 
how great foever his Credic was with 
Undkan, Zamar {till got the better of 
him. He fpoke boldly enough, to 
make himfelf be prohibited to fpeak 
more; and he had not fo much as the 

~ Confo- 
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Confolation to beable to mitigate the 
Incommodities which the King ofthe 
Mogols fuffered in Prion.  Zerbin who 
till lay hid in the Fi oule of Zingts’s ge- 
nerous Friend, intorm’d him, that his 
Matter had Six hundred of the bravelt 
Men in the World hid in {everal places 
about Cambalu, who would chearfully 
aie expole themfelves for their Prince. Al 
{je mundzar refolved immediately to com: 
municate thefe News to the King of 
Thibet, and was glad to fee a Party en- 
creafe, whereof that Prince might be 
Head. | 

‘ There were even Tartars bold e¢- 
_ nough to declare in Zingis’s Favour a- 
{  gainft Timur, whom they hated mot- 
ui tally, and whole Rule they dreaded. 
4. Almundzar thought fic to hide his Zeal, 
that he might be more ufeful to the 
a Princefs and the King of the Mogols, 
and by this Policy he had the liberty to 
Negotiate with a great many confider- 


able Tartars, who refpected the Ver 
tue 
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tue of Zingis, and contemned the bafe- 
ne(s of Timur, both which had appeared 
info many Occafions. | 

The King of Thibet, enrag’d with 
the fecond Denial he had received from 
the Princefs’s Guards, carried his Vexa- 
tion along with him to Almundzar’s 
houfe,to whom he made his complaints. 
You fee, my Lord, anfwer'’d the Tar- 
tar, that all Things here are carried on 
againft Honour and Juftice; neither 
do I believe that in any other they 
would fail in the Refpeét that is due to 
aKing, fuch as youare. My dear Al- 
mundzar, {aid Philing, 1 would not per- 
haps much refent Things of that Na- 
ture, if I had only interefts of Glory to_ 
look to; but I have thofe of a Lover 
to fatisfie, and in me you behold the 
moft Amorous of all Men. Of whom, 
my Lord, reply’d the aftonifh’'d A- 
mundzar? of Axione, continued Philing, 
of that charming Damfel that is fo dear 
unto the Princefs, whom I have lov'd 

thefe 
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thefe feveral years,and whom I will love 
Eternally. I know not, Almundzar, whe- 
ther you have frequented her enough 
to know all her Vertue, which is in- 
deed equal to her Beauty ; and the 
ob{curity of her Birth is recompenfed 
by the Greatnefs of her Thoughts. 
This Effect of Axione’s Merit doth not 
at all f{urprize me, added Almundzar, but 


2. }ehat which aftonifheth me, is, the man- 





ner in which fhe came to Cambalu, and 
the abode fhe hath made here without 
you. It is neverthelefs fhe alone that 
brought me hither, anfwered Pbhiling, 
and for whofe fake | have ftaid fo long 
here. But, Almundzar, | muft make 
you perfectly acquainted with fo rare a 
Perfon, and the Paffion that I have for 
her, in opening my Heart fincerely to 
you. Almundzar who was very deft- 
rousto know Philing’sad ventures, pray'd 
him not to defer this Pleafure, and the 
King of Thibet who could not be more 
agreeably bufied, than in {peaking of 


Axione, did thus begin his Relation.

HE King of Thibet is none of 
the leaft confiderabie of Afi, 
whether you confider its Extent or 
Commerce: For though ict be fur- 
rounded with Mountains, the Indians 
and Chinois do often vific us. Our 
Towns are well Peopled, our Fields 
Fertil, and Magnificence 1s no ftranger 
amongft us. | 

I was but Six Years Old when I loft . 
my Father, and Nine when the Prine 
cels Thamiriza my Sifter and I were allo 
left deftitutce of our Mother. Thefe 
firtt Misfortunes were great, bur out 
Age diminifh’d our Sorrows, and 
made us quickly forget them. It would 
even be hard to tell you what we felc, 
and I confefs that I have but a flighe 
Remembrance of thefe my deareft Ke- 
lations. 


i wy 
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My Father had been entirely belo- 
ved of his Subjects, and his Memory 
was ftill dear unto them: Never per- 
haps was there {een a People more 
faithful to a young Succeffour, who 
neither knew his Fortune, nor what 
might difturb ic. as 
Among all thofe whom my Father 
) haddiftinguifh’d by his Favour, Fiil- 
sD dexar was the moft powerful. There 
io” cere even Alliances betwixt the Royal 
Family and his, and to him the Re 
ency was committed during my In- 
: aes He acquitted himfelf worthily 
, of this Charge : His knowledge was 
' -yaft, and his Courage great ; He was 
Vigilant and Zealous, and the Face of 
af Affairs was not chang’d under his Con- 
: dué. For me, I had Governours of 
preat Merit , and Uhamiriza had cho- 
{en Women to wait upon her. 
Our ordinary Refidence was at Ka- 
chen: Hiildezar lodg’d in the Palace; 
He had loft his Wife, who left him 


one 
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one onely Daughter, who was Educa- 
ted with no lefs Carechan my Sifter ; 
and they placed about me feveral 
young Children of Noble Families, to 
render my Childifh Occupations more 
agreeable to me. 

Hildexar at that time was but 35 
Years Old : He was not free of Ambi- 
tion, and feeing he had all the Power 
of Thibet in his Hands, he refolved to 
make me marry his Daughter.  Hunt- 
ing was his beloved and moft frequent 
Divertifement; His Family was more 
numerous than mine, his Expences 
much greater, and his Train equally 
Splendid. ’Tistrue, that one of Ten |, 
Years of Age requir’d no great Magni-@, 
ficence, and it’s as cercain that my Ine 
terefts were not neglected by the Re- 
gent. He had for one Year been pol- 
feftofall Authority in Thibet under my 
Name, by the Death of rhe Queen my 
Mother, and our Mourning being o- 
ver, Divertifements fhar’d our Time 

MH 2 with 
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with Exercifes proper to form both the 
Body and Mind. All our Mountains 
are of very difficult accefs; there is ne- 
verthelefs very good Game, and Aiil- 
dezar who often Diverted himfelf with 
Hunting, fuffer’d me fometimes to take 
apart, without expofing me to what 

is laborious in that Exercife. | 
Having pick’d out one of the faireft 
Daies of che Spring, we went to one of 
the pleafanteft Places thar we could 
light upon, near Kachen, and travers'd 
the Hills a great while with greater 
Vigour than is ufual in Children: Paf- 
fing under fome {cattrer’d Trees, whole 
‘Rootsare bath’d with a {mall Rivuler, 
we faw a Spectacle that furpriz’d my 
', young Heart, and made a lafting Im- 
“ prefion upon it. The Brook was 
fwelld with the Blood of many dead 
and dying Men, and a few paces off, 
we beheld a Girl of Six or Seven Years 
of Age, richly habiced, and of a Beauty. 
fo extraordinary, that ic aftonifh’d all 
our 
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our Troop. She was weeping, and 
lifted up her Ejies and Hands, not 
knowing from whom to ask Help. In 
this lamentable Condition, her Clothes 
were even ftain’d with Blood, and ne- 
ver could an Object more charming 
and more worthy of Compaffion pre- 
fene it elf before us. Ltildezar ftopp’d; 
our Arrival made the Innocent Un- 
known redouble her Cries, and trighte 
ned with her Misfortune, fhe threw 
herfelfamong our Horfes-fect. | mult 
acknowledge, Abnundzar , that Love 
feiz’d upon me from that very mos 
menc, but I did not perceive ic ac firik, 
and my Innocence made me miltake 


ic for fimple Compaffion.  Hildexar €. 


alighted from his Horfe, and approacht 
the amiable Stranger: He is dead, faid 
fhe, witha charming Innocency, in the 
Tartarian Language, but fomewhat dif- 
ferent from ours, My Father is dead : 
Thefe cruel Ones have kil?d him, bute 
he hath kill’d {ome of them allo. Ah,

head towards the dead Bodies : Ah, my 
Father ! 1 fhall never {ee you more, and 
will die with you. Hildezar ftruck 
with Compaffion took her in his Arms, 
and made her fhew him whom fhe cal- 
led her Father ; but neither in him nor 
the reft could we perceive any fign of 
Life. 
After this, Hlildexar himfelf carried 
the little “zione, for fo fhe was call’d, 
to Kachen, asking Queftions of her by

I never faw fo 
much Grace, Sweetnefs and Modefty, 
as appear'd in the meaneft of her Acti- 
ons; and though fhe had paft her farft 
Yearsina Vagranc Life, fhe had an ad- 
mitable Genius, which was not cot- 
rupted by the Defects of her Educati- 
on: Her Reafon out-running her Years, 
did much furpals that of perfons that 
had attain’d co a much greater Age: 
She was Complaifant, without doing 
any thing that was mean, and obferv'd 
a certain deference to the Quality of a 
King, which my Tendernefs could not 
endure. My Sifter lowed her perfect. - 
ly: Azione liv'd familiarly with her, " 
and we patt the fpace of Five or Six 
Years with the greareft Sweetnels in 
the World. Mean-time, Azione became 
{o Fair,and Ifo Amorous,that | thought 
on nothing elfe bur to See and Pleate 
her ; I render’'d unto her (ome little 
Services that engaged her Acknovw- 


‘ledgment : but being, ever Humble 
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and Modeft, fhe received them with 
Refpeéts that my Paffion could nor 
away with. A4xione, {aid I unto her one 
Day, after I had prefented her with 
fome Flowers, for which fhe returned 
as many Thanks, as if the Gift had 
been much more precious ; you value 
forry Prefents at a very High Rate, but 
I can offer fome unto you that are more 
worthy to be regarded. All that come 
eth from your Hand, my Lord, replied 
fhe, ought to be very confiderable unto 
me, and a King fuch as you are, can 
never give forry Prefents to a Girl like 
me. Axione, cried I our, If fornre Flowers 
have obtained for me fo obliging an 
Anfwer, what may I not expect froma 
Heart that is lefs unworthy of you, 
which I haye given youa great while 
ago? Hitherto my Eies alone have told 
you of it, but I muft now let you know 
it in another manner. Yes, Axione, I 
have given you that tender Heart 


which will prove faithful to you; and 
if 
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if you are capable of Acknowledgment, 
ic muft be for this Prefent. The mo- 
deft Axione blufh’d, figh’d, and look 
ing upon me with a touching air, bur 
full of Grandeur and Majefty, the 
Hearts of Soveraigns ought not to ren- 
der themfelves fo eafily, my Lord, re- 
plied fhe, nor fhould they be received 
with fo little Precaution. “Think upon 
what you were Born, and remember 
the Condition in which you found me ; 
reflect ferioufly upon a Goodnefs thar 
may pafs for Weaknels, and which I 
will not-abufle ; believe thac f will ever 
relpect in you the Dignity of a King, 
and a Meric, which perhaps, [am too 
fenfible of.

Whar 
can the Obfcuriry of your Birch figni- 

he 
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fie againtt fo much Beauty and Vertue 
thac are in you? D’ye believe that I 
amone of thofe that alwaies offer Sa- 
crifices to Fortune, and never to true 
Merit; I am contented with what I 
have, and would efteem my {elf more 
happy in pleafing you, than in being 
lov’'d of the Greateft Queen in the 
World. Do not chen prefcribe Lef- 
fons unto me, which I efteem Cruel- 
ties; fuffer me to love you, and fuffer 
it with pleafure: But all my Earneft- 
nefg was to no purpofe, fhe ftill an- 
fwer'd as before; and all the advan: 
tage I had was to {peak , and to be 
heard, and when I protefted unto het 
that ic was not the Quality of a King 
that embalden’d me to take this liber: 
ty, fhe feem’d better farisf’d : but Al 
mundxary when her Stature was form’d, 
and her Beauty compleat, I felt my 
Paffion augmented, and found my fell 
capable to facrifice all for her. 
I was not the only perfon that lovd 

het 
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herin this manner 3 J hada terrible Ri- 
val. Hildexzar Regent of Thibet, of an 
advanced Age, Alzine’s Father, who 
had acquir’d agreat deal of I:fteem in 
our Country, and amongf{t our Neigh 
bours, by his prudent Conduct, teeing 
the fairand vertuous Arione grow up, 
fele his Heart feiz’d upon by Flames of 
an extraordinary Violence: He la- 
bourd in vain to extinguifh them, and 
that which he had done for Axione flat- . 
tering his Hope, he fufferd a Malady &, 
togather ftrength, which ic was not 
poflible for him co cure. 

He had remark’d by all my Actions 
the Love that I had for Axione; but he 
did not believe it fo pure, and imagi- 
ning thata young King cannot be with- 
out Ambition, he hop'd thar Time 
would fix my Inclinations on fome o- 
ther Object, and fuffer’d his own to act 
freely. 

_Axione had look’d pon him as a Fa-

I feel it much bet 
ter than perhaps J fhall ever know it.

Ah, Madam! donot 
feek for any other Proof of what You 
are, than the Beauty of Your Senti- 
ments: They render You worthy of 
all che Thrones of the World ; Accept 
of mine, and donct torment me by too 
modeft 
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modeft and obftinate a Denial. My 
Lord, replied fhe, with a ftronger 
Tone, Ic isan unalcerable Refolution : 
Icannot tell whether J commita Crime 
againft Decency, when I confefg unco 
You, that You have touch’d my Heart, 
and that of all chat my Eies can be- 
hold, nothing can be more agreeable 
tothem than You; bucJ will willing- 
ly commit this Faulc, to ceftifie unto 
You, that the dearer You are unto me, 
and the more highly I efteem You, the g 
greater Care J ought to have of Your 
Glory. She blufh’d in finifhing chete 
lat Words, and would by no means 
continue the Difcourie. 

To factishe her, I was conftrainnd to - 
negleét che Offence that fhe had recei- 
ved from Fiildezar, and to act as if I | 
had never been inform’d of ic. But my 
Eies being then opened, I faw but too 
well whac paft in the Hearc of this pre- 
fumprtuous Rival: Bue J did not pene- 
trate fo well che Factions that he wa;

Queen. Your Age isnot far advanc’d, 
but Your Reafon is; and chis willccll 
You, that nothing can be more agrec- 
able to People, than to fee their Sove- 
raigns ina Condition to leave behind 
them a Glorious Pofterity. “his ma- 
kech the King more Vigilant, and the 
Subjects better Difciplin’d. Unmarry’d 
Princes are for the moft part without 
Intereft, and that ofa Family, engageth 
-them to labour for the Glory, and ag- 
I 4 erandizing 
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prandizing of Your Dominions. Re- 
folve then, my Lord, to fatisfie us, and 
do as feveral of Your Predeceffors have 
done. Go not to bring from a Foreign 
Clime a Princefs that could not prove 
very affectionate unto us. “There are 
in Tibet Houfes Nobleenough ro af 
pire unco che Alliance of their King : 
And even that Favour is due unto the 
y Zeal and Loyalty of Flildezar.  _Alzine 
* isable to reckon Princes amongit her 
Anceftors, and is not the firftt of her 
Blood thar hath enrer’d into the Royal 
Family of Thibec. 
This Harangue aftonifh’d me to fich 
a degrec, that | was at firt unable co 
make any Anfwer. Choler feiz’d up- 
on my Soul, and { look’d upon cthefe 
Men as fo many Enemies, plotting a- 
gainft my Quier, and I was particular- 
ly incens'd again{t Aildezar, nor dcoubr- 
ing bur that he was the only Caufe of 
all thac pafs'd. In the end, compofing 


my Countenance, which the Politick ' 
Fiil- 
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Hildezar examin’d, I fpoke, becaufe I 
was oblig’d fo todo. ®Botfar, faid I 
to him that had exprefs’d him{elf in the 
Words I have related unto you, I don’c 
know from whom you have immedi- 
ately receiv d the Commiffion of which 
you have at prelent acquitced your 
felf: buce I affure you ic is noc ac all a- 
greeable to me. Who ought co in- 
ceref{t chemfelves more than mine own 
Heart in the Choice you defire me to 
make 2? and what man fhould be more 
careful of my Fortune than my felf? 
You mult needs look upon me asa weak 
Perlon, when you takethe boidnels cto 
pretcribe Rules to me, and determine 
the Objeéts of my Inclinacions. I am 
neither fo ignorant of the Laws of Thi- 
bet, nor of thofe of all the ocher Kings 
doms of the World, bue that [ can re- 
ulate my Actions with fome Glory, 
and am able co choofe a Wife for my 
felf when it fhall betime. My Lord, 
laid Flildezar, feeing that I had left off 

jpeaking, 
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fpeaking, you muft not take it ill, if fo 
many perfons who look upon you as 
their only Good, do ardently defire to 
{ee you tied unto them by the Intereft 
of which you fpeak. I have perhaps 
given them my Suffrage; but it was not 
1 that propos’d Alzine , though, my 
Lord, fhe may well countervail an un: 
known Maid, and would be more a- 
greeable to your Subjects. — Hiildexar, 
interrupted 1 with a wrathful Look, 
Youabule the Confideration that I have 
for you: lam neverthelefs clear-fighted 
enough to perceive that you are not fo 
void of Efteem for unknown Perfons; 
and you alfo might have feen enough 
of my Inclinations, to have made you 
more refpectful and lefs daring. More- 
over, am a King, and pretend to be 
Mafter. When the People of Thibet 
are Oppreft by my Injuftice, ic will be 
time for them then to complain againtt 
me; when I thall abandon them to 
their Enemies, then will they have 
caule 
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caule to upbraid me with Bafenefs ; 
buc hitherto they can charge me with 
no Faulc, but I may juftly reproach all 
of you, that you have fail’d in that re- 
fpeét, which | will endeavour to make 
you obferve in time to come. After 
this | went out full of Wrath, the E4- 
fe&ts whereof 1 would have made thefe 
prefmptuous Ones feel, but that I was 
afraid to give Azione the leaft caufe of 
Offence. She read the Agitation of 


my Mind in my Eies, bute] was not yg 


willing to inform her of the true Caufe 
thereof, difguifing ic wich fome other 
pretext. 

Hildexar being incens’d againft me 
for the intereft of his Daughter, bue 
much more for that of his Love, a dan- 
serous Malice fucceeded in the place of 
the Affection that he had hitherto pro- 
felt unco me: He efteem’d my Ruine 
neceflary for the cftablif{hment of his 
Repofe and Fortune; and fecing the 
Peace that reign’'d among us, fuffer’d 
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no Cloud to hang over us; he rais'd a 
War by pernicious Intrigues, not doubt- 
ing buc that 1 would run with Ardour 
_unto the Places where I might acquire 
any Glory. He hop’d by my Death 
to afcend a Throne that had no other 
Heirs ; and though Benzide and Othrize, 
twoconfiderable Princesin Thibet, pre- 
tended fome Right toit, yet the Suffra- 
gcs he was affur’d of made him look 
upon them as no great Obftacle to his 
Defigns. It was he then that wheedled 
that part of my Subjects into an In- 
furrection, who inhabic the Frontiers 
towards India. Upon the farft noife of 
this Rebellion, I refolv’d to act the part 
ofa Captain and King.

My Lord, 
replied fhe, feeing I am near the Prin- 
cels, and feldom come out of her Pre- 
fence, 1 do not think that I have caufe 
to fear any thing, and it isnot his Im- 
portunity that difquieteth me; it is 
your Life, my Lord, which will be 
expos d to rebellious Arms; it is you 
your felf, ic is chat great Heart cthac 
burneth with a Defire to Signalize it 
felf, Alas, my Lord, Sympathize with 
our Weaknefles, do not purfue too ar- 
dently that Glory which will alwaies 
follow you, and in the heat of Barrels 
forget not the Care you owe to the Pre- 
fervation of your own Life. This vee 
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of Axione’s Tendernefs, whofe fair Eies 
appear d moilf, touched me fenfibly: 
That Life which 1 have Confecrated 
unto you, fair Axione, replied [, will not 
be expos’d co fo many Dangers as your 
Goodnefs perfwadeth you , but fecing 
you Ordain me, I will take Care of it, 
as ofa Thing that you are not willing 
to lofe. For you, Azione, I entruft you 
to your felf; refift the Arrogancy of 
Hildezar, & atmy Return refolve with 
your felfto put aneternal obftacle in the 
way of his prefumptuous Pretenfions 
in giving your felfto a Prince that ly 
veth only for you. Go, my Lord, con- 
tinued the fair Maid, whicher the Rr 
gour of Fate commandeth you to car. 
ry your Arms ; and if I be Miftrefs of 
any of your Interefts, aflure your fell 
thac they can never fall into more faith- 
ful hands. 

In this manner I cook my leave of 
Axione, and having tenderly Recom 


mended herco my Sifter, I went out ©

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the Palace, accompanied with Benzid, 
Orbrize, and feveral other Perfons of 
Quality. Hildezar, faid ltothat Tray- 
cour when he came to receive my laft 
Orders, you have been defirous to re- 
main at Kachen; remember alwaies 
that I Reign there and reign juftly, do 
not abufe the Power that | have fuffer’d 
you to aflume; render unto my Sifter 
what you oweunto her Dignity, and 
above all refpect Azrione, all whofe In- - 
tere{ts are mine. Excite no new Broils, ’ a 
whilft 1 go to calm thefe that are al- SJ 
ready fet on foot: 1 dare aflure you “ar 
thac | will return fpeedily ; Adieu. He 
anfwer’d me only with a Salutation, 
and I began to march, but not without 
anxicus Apprehentfions. 

I may boldly fay, Almundzar, that I ! 
rufh’d like a Torrent upon the Rebels : 
They were animated by no couragie 
ous Captain, and their Revole being 
only an Lfteét of Hildezar’s ‘Treachery, 

Thad no great Troubleor Glory to van- 
quifh 
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quifh Men that were overcome at the 
firft fighe of our Standards. My Anger 
permitted {ome of them co perifh for 
an Example to others, and how much 
foever | was inclin’'d to Clemency, | 
could not without Refentment confi 
der, that they werethe caufe of my 
Ablence from Axione. In the end, al- 
molt without the lofs of a Man, or rez 
newing the leaft Wound, though I did 
not {pare iny felf, I had in lefs chan three 
Months quieted all things. “The Con- 
quer’d fubmitted themfelves to my 
Pleafure, and I took the way to Aachen, 
from whence I had received many Let- 
ters, none of which acquainted me with 
any thing chat could make me fuflpect 
the Mifery that waited for me. But 
arriving atthat Town, Jneither found 
Hildexar nor Axione. The Traycour 
had carried her away, and how exact 
foever Ibamarize had been in obferving 
her, fhe could perceive nothing, and 


appear’d unto me defperace at the Ac- 
cident. 
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cident. Alzime her felf, the innocence 
Daughter of fo criminal a Father, pro- 
tefted chat fhe had no hand in Lis es 
zar’s Aétion, and couragioufly offer’d 
her Blood unto me as an Atonement 
for the Offence I had receiv’d: I af- 
fur'd her, as affliéted as Iwas, that not 
confounding her with the Traytor that 
gave her Life, 1 would have held her 
guilelefs of all. In fine, Abnundzar, with- 
out ftaying at Kachen, Irunthrough all 
Thibet, and even expofed my felf to dif- 
mal Wandrings in the howling Delfarts 
of Xama, and after having confum’d a 
ereac deal of time in an ufelefs Queft, I 
return’d co Kachen co lettle Things for 


alonger Voyage, entrufting the Go- | 


vernmentco my Sifter, & leaving her to 
the Conduct of Benzid and Othriz inim- 
portance ‘Affairs, [ departed from Tluber, 
unable to live without Axione. I law 
almoft all 4fia; I met with Adven- 
tures, which I do noc relate unto you, 


becaule they have no direct Relation 
ti 
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to my Love, and after a vain Search of 
two Years, being in Tartary, and pal- 
fing through a Foreft, thar pertaineth 
to the King of Ergimul, I found Fisldexar 
at the Root of a ‘Mree, pierc’d with fe- 
veral mortal Wounds, & in a condition 
worthy of his Treafons : He breathed 
as yer, arid eafily knew me: His Mifery 
Affwap’d my Anger, and { went to help 
him; No, my Lord faid he, You 
ought otto lavifh your Goodnefs for 
2 Man that hath but too much abufed 
ic. Path Guilty, nor is ic Death that ex- 
torts ‘thts Acknowledgment from me, 
and it’s-a great while fince a juft Re- 
morte: Hath executed Vengeance upon 
me for my Treacheries. “his Death 
is too {weet for a Man that hath mer 
red the worft of Punifhments, teeing it 
permicteth ‘the to ask Pardon of my 
Matter. At thefe Words he would 
have madean Effort co raife himielf up- 
on his Kinces, bue} hinder’d him, and 
ask’d News of Aziones We told me 
wich 
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with a mournful Sigh, That he had 
been almolt two Years feparated frora 
her : That after he had made her wans 
der up and down a long time, he was 
affaulted in Tartary, by perfons chat ¢ar- 
ried her away. That after that he had 
fearch’d for her to no purpofe, and thac 
the fame Robbers had now left him in 
the Condition in which I found him, 
becaufe he knew them, and endeayour- 
ed to make them confefs what they 
had done with Azione. After that hey 
breach’d his laft, and having caus’d my *, 
Followers to cover his Body with a 
little Earth, I came ftraighe hither, 
where in the end,I unexpectedly found 
Axion. 1 made my felf known 
to Undkan: Ihave ever continued to 
fee Arione ; fhe loveth me, | am cer- 
tain of ic; bue her fevere Vertue will 
not permit ber to conlent to my Hap- 
pinels, cll fhe know her felf perfectly. 
She inform’d me, that Flildezar carried 
her very privily and Py a fubtle Scrata- 
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gem; thathe did not {hew himfelf to 
her cill long after their departure from 
Kachen; that he had conjur’d her to 
pardon his Love, thac made him {facri- 
fice all for her; that fhe reproached 
him bitcerly wich his Treachery; but 
that nothing could make him alter his 
Refolutions ; andchac in the end, She 
was violently taken from him in Tar- 
tary, and fold to fome Yartars, who 

Serve her to the Princefs Taxila. 

) Philing \efe off {peaking : Almundzar 
admir’d his Generofity , and Axione’s 
Vertue ; Afterwards returning to the 
Interefts of Zingis, they difcours’d of 
the Troops that he had about Cambalu, 
and of che meafures that were molt 
proper to be taken, to avert the Mil- 
forcune thac threaten’d the Life of thac 
famous Prince. 

In che mean time, Tunur the Auchor 
of all che Sufferings of fo many Noble 
Perfons, was not alrogether free of a 
re(tlefs Anxiety himfelf, and though the 

Man 


Se a he eal 
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Man in the World whom he hated 
moft was upon the Point of being Sa- 
crific’d unto him, having as much Love 
for Tazila as he was capable of, he could 
not live out of her Sight, and knew 
well that if he dar’d to prefenct himfelf 
before her, he would doubrlefs hear 
nothing that would pleafe him. Za- 
mar, who lov’d him even to Idolatry, 
law his Melancholy with Grief: Why 
do ye languifh, Tunur, {aid fhe unto 
him, all Things confpire together for 
your Felicity, and there is no Crown in 
Afia equal co that which you fhall pof 
fels? What more can be done to fatif- 
fie you? After fo much Care that I 
have taken, will you alwaies fhew me 
a gloomy Countenance? Madam, re- 
plied Timur, Thefe Motions are not vos 
luntary, and it’s again(t my Will chae 
you perceive them: You have done 
bute too much for me: My Gratitude 
can never rife high cnoughs; but if my 
Ambition be contented, I feel my Love 
or Alarnvd, 


ay ae 
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alarm’d. Too conftant Lover of Tax- 
ilathat Tam, I mutt either deprive my 
felf of her Sight, or expofe my felf to 
her Reproaches! Ah, Madam! How 
do I deferveto be lamented ? and how 
uneafie do I find my felf in che heighth 
of my Profperity! Rather fay that you 
are weak, interrupted che Queen of 
Tartary, and that you deferve real Mi- 
feries, feeing you torment your felf 
with imaginary ones: Suffer our Lne- 

my firft co perifh, and afterwards make 
your felf Mafter of Tazila. ’Tis no 
matter whether or no you obrain her 
Confent 3 Lndkan’s Authority will re- 
move thele Obftacles. .In fine, My 
Son, I will have you to Reign over che 
Divide: and there is nothing but I will 
do to effectuate this Refolution. Go fee 
that ungrateful Tazila, whofe Dildain 
I bear with only upon your account, 
and inthe mean time, I will prefs che 
King to put Zingis to Death. 

The Son of Zamar inftigated by fach 

a Moe 
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a Mother, left her.and went to the 
Princefs, to whom he alone had ac- 
cels. Taxila, who had not teen him 
fince her Dilgrace, was lo moved atthe 
fight of him chac fre had almoft lott 
her Underftanding: “To follow his 
Mother’s Advice, he had laid alide his 
Sadnefs, fo that he appear’d before hee 
full of a bold Arrogancy. Madam, 
faid he, One would have hardly be- 
liev’d, thac {uch a Perfon as you had 
been capable to draw exil’d Enemies 
into Yartary, and even into the King 
your Father's Palace; and without reck- 
oning my Intereft, you had others pow- 
erful enough co have diflwaded you 
from fuch a Corrcefpondence. 

As modcrate as the Princels was, fhe 
loft all Patience at thofe Words : ‘Tho’ 
I had committed fomething that ob- 
lig’d me to make Reparation, replied 
fhe, ic fhould never be co the King of 
-Jendur (a vile Slave of bis own Vanity, 
and his Mother’s Paffions) that I would 
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juftifie my felf. This is indeed to Treat 
me as a Prifoner, to carry your Infos 
Jency to the placeto which I am Cons 
find: Cannot the Averfion for you 
that Nature hath infpir'd me with {a- 
tise you, unlefs you augment by Pro: 
ceedings full of Injuftice and Prefum- 
ption? Go, pretended King of Tendur, 
go to the Feet of the cruel Zamar, 
and follicite the Death of Zingis; but 
know, that into whatloever Condition 
gf your common Fury may reduce him, 
he fhall be ever dearer to me than my 
Life. | would never perhaps have faid 
fo much, ifhe had not been miflerable ; 
but in the prefenc ftace of our Affairs 
Thave no Meafures to obferve ; and all 
my Tendernefs is but a mean Recom- 
pence for what he hath done, and now 
fuffereth for me. Ac thefe Words Taz- 
ila wentinto a Clofer, where fhe fhut 
her felfup; and Timur fullof Rage and 
Confufion, faid a thoufand Things to 
Axione without Refpect or Reafon. She 
= : | anfwer« 
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anfwer'd him with a great deal of Wic 
and Courage, and did notf{werve in a 
Point from the Princefs’s Sentiments, 
which raifed the Fury of the Son of Za- 
mar to {uch a heighth, chat he return’d 
to his Mother, tobawl againft Taxila, 
and haften the Death of a Rival, whom 
he could not endure cto fee pre- 
ferr'd before him. 

Undkan fo ardently follicited by per- 
fons that had all Power over him, was 
quickly perfwaded to a fatal Refolution. 
Almundzar, whole Affeftion cto Zuigis's 
Intereft made him a watclitul Spy over 
all their Aétions, perceiv'd what paftin 
Undkan’s Mind, and went to Advertife 
the King of Thibet of all. Then keeping 
no more mealures, they difpatch’d Zere 
bin to affemble the Moguls that lay near 
Cambalu, and Almundzar took the fame 
Care for the Tartars that had declard 
in Zinets’s Favour. 

The King of Yartary defirous to act 
with fome form of Juftice, left be 


fhould 
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fhould draw upon himfelf the hatred of all 
the Earth, believ’d thatit would be efteem’d 
a Crime great enough tocondemin the King 
of the Mogols, that he was furpriz’d in the 
Night-time at the Gates of his Palace, in a 
defign to enter into it. Zgasar made choice 
of the Judges, who according to her Inftiga- 
tions condemn’d the Uluftrious <zxgz to lofe 
his Head within three Days. When the Sen- 
tence was pronounced , he was nothing 
mov’d: But the King ot Tibet and Almuza- 
zar, upon whom Generofity had fo power- 
ful an Influence, trembling for HMorrour and 
Anger, refolved to lofe all or fave Zingu 
They a&ed with fo much diligence and fe- 
crecy, that they quickly form’d a ftrong 
Party , whom they difpers’d through the 
‘Fwelve Suburbs of the City of Cambalu, to 
appear in Arms, when it fhould be time, 
and refcue Zags trom Uxdkan’s Guards. 
King Philing made no {cruple to declare him- 
felf Head of his Defenders: He owed no- 
thing to Usdkan, and did nor violate any 
Right, in refilting one that endeavoured fo 
barbarous an Act of Injuftice. 

The Noife of Zizgss’s Death reached the 
Princeffe’s Ears, who repented but too late, 
that fhe had irritated the Jealoufly of Laur. 
She remained in the difmal expectation. ol 
that Misfortune, fhedding Tears in oe 
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dance with her dear C4x/fove; and that fair 
Maid more touch’d than ever before fhe had 
been, felt a Grief not much inferiour to that 
of Laxtla. 

The Day appointed for the Death of the 
King of the Mogols being come, the Strects 
were crouded with a multitude of Pcople in 
the Morning. He was to lofe his Lite be- 
fore the Palace; and it was cafic for them 
that defign’d to fave him, to conceal them- 
{elves ina Croud compofed ofall forts of per- 
fons: ‘he Scattold was ercStcd before X¢- 
mars Apartment, that from her Chamber 
Windows fhe might tafte the Pleafure of 
that Spectacle. Usdkan took his Place with 
Lamar, Timur, and the Kings of Ung, Len 
oath, Cerguth, and Ergimal, worthy Slaves 
ofthe Vartarian Quecn. ‘The People beheld 
with Aftonifhment this Affembly of Sove- 
raigns in an Occupation fo unbecoming their 
Royal Dignity; whilit the affidied Daxrla 
sroai’d, or rather was rcady to expire in the 
Arms of Av icne. 

Zamar who faw her Revenge ready to be 
exccuted, taf{ted the Delights that a barba- 
rous Soul ufually findeth in crucley: ‘The 
weak Undtas (aercd himfelf to be drawn 
away bythe {ame Motions, and the unwor- 
thy Limur, thar declared Enemy of Vertue, 
prepar’d him{clf to behold the Vittim that 

they 
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they were going to facrifice to him, as He. 
roes would difpofe themfelves to the moft 
generous Exploits; thatis to fay with a con- 
tented Mind, and a confident Countenance; 
and the Four Kings bound to Xgmar’s Chair, 
ferv’d for an Ornament to this unworthy 
‘Triumph. 
Not onlydid the King of Thibet, Almund. 
sar, and fome other Jartars bolder than the 
re{t, murmur again{ft fo blackan Attempt: 
Amongft the People and Souldiers were 
found fome equitable Souls, fenfible of the 
Merit and Innocency of Zéxzg%,and who on- 
ly wanted Head to declare openly in his Fa- 
vour. 
He was brought from the Gaol about 
Noon, that the Sun might light the Solem- 
nity : His Guards caufed him to mount a 
Chariot that waited for him, and to add 
Difgrace to Cruelty, the Executioner having 
tyed his Hands, plac’d himfelf befide him. 
The contented Zamar look’d upon all this 
without changing Colour: Her Courage 
made all thofe that furrounded her tremble; 
and many remembring they had {een him in 
thofe Rencounters where he had acquir’d fo 
much Glory, bow’d down their Eyes, and 
figh’d mournfully, to behold fo great a Man 
fall by fo deplorable a Blow. Never had he 


appear’d with more Grace and Majelty chan 
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in this unfortunate Condition: His Hands 
that had chain’d fo many Kings, bore their 
Fetters without fhrinking; he defpifed the 
Shame, and lifting up his Eyes to the Hea- 
vens ; O, Tasxi/a! faid he aloud, I offer my 
Life to you as heartily as I would have done 
the Empire ofthe Univerfe, if ic had been in 
my power: Reccive it as a certain Proof 
of my faithful Affection, and remember 
Rings. 

The Chariot in the mean time advanc'd, 
and every where might be feen a Deluge of 
Tears : The Men excited one another to fave 
Aingis, the Women bege’d his Life, and even 
the Children gave marks of Tendernefs. 

They drew near to the great Place before 
the Palace, and the Croud divided them{elves 
ata place where the Strect grew broader, to 
make way for the Chariot, when the King- 
of Thibet {topp’d it. He would not fufter dt 
mundzar totake up Arms, that he might have 
occafion to aét afterwards. Zerbix alone was 
with him, and uponthe tirft Signal they gave, 
the Mogols and Vartars oppos’d the Paflage ot 
the Guards. 

This fo unexpeéted an Obftacle aftonifhed 
all the People: Zéxgés himtelf was furpriz’d 
withic. The firft ching the King of J bibet 
did, was with one Blow of his Sword to cut 
off the Head of him that was to do see me 
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Ofmice to the King of the Alogols, and to un. 
tye the Hands of that valiant Prince. My 
Lord, faid he, prefenting him with Arms, if 
you d:eto Day, you fhall not dye unaccom- 
panied, and it fhall be ina glorious manner. 
Receive this Service from a Man, who for 
being unknown unto you, 1s not the lef in 
our {ntcrefts, Zee took what Philing gave 
vim, and faw himiclf quickly in a condition 
to carry Terrour through all: He ftruck the 
Tartars therewith by his fupcrnatural AGi- 
ons. Philing imitated him valiantly. Zerbin 
furpafs’d himfelf. The Aogols {eem’d to be 
fo many Heroes ; and the Jartars, who after 
what they had done could hope for no fafety 
but from Z/zgis, did immolate their Coun- 
try-men that favour’d Zamar's Defign. In 
{tcad of one Head that fhould have faln that 
Day, Rivers of Blood cover’d the Streets of 
Cambala, Ondkan not tearing this Surprizal, 
had choughe a part of his Guards fufficient to 
fecure Zexzis, and had not arm/’d the old 
Bands of Souldiers that remain’d in the Sub- 
urbs; audina few moments Zizgis’s Party 
cut in picces all chofe that refitted them. 

But with what Eye did Zamar, Ondkn, 
and Timer behold this Rebellion ? Pride and 
Anger had almoit ftifled the Queen. Uvdkaa 
was agitated with feveral Pafflons at once, 
and the cowardly King of Tesdar grew pale 
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for fear, not doubting but that he would be 
oblig’d to expofe himfelf to Zéxgzs's Valour, 
which he had fo often experimented. Zamwar 
to no purpofe excited the Tartars with Crics 
and Promuifes, the feebler fort fled, and the 
braveft durft not advance. The Kings them- 
felves whofe Submiffions made her fo haugh- 
ty, ftood unmoveable without attempting 
any thing. What, faid fhe, beholding them 
at her Palace-Gate, in the prefence of five 
other Kings, fhalla daring Criminal triumph 
over the Laws and our Authority, and per- 
haps load us with the Iron that he is freed 
from? O mad Fortune! how great is thy 
Fury and blindnefs this Day ? Thefe Words 
covered thofe that heard them with confu- y 
fion: but fhe had not the power to infpire 
them with Courage. Usdkan whofe Satcty 
was intcrefted in this Affair, as well as his 
Glory; and who notwithttanding the num- 
ber of his Years, was perhaps the bravelt of 
all thefe Kings, went out, andthe rc{t fol- 
lowed him: they fent Orders to the Soul- 
diers toadvance, and led on thofe that were 
able to bear Arins inthe Palace. As Zragis 
and Philing were at the point of making 
themfelves Matlers of the Place, the Pre- 
fence of Undkav rally’d thofe that fled; but 
his Blood was quickly frozen when he beheld 
the Prodigics that thefe two Kings per- 

formi’d. 
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form’d. Zéagis knew him, and might have 
eafily turn’d againft him that admirable Va- 
lour, that had before done him fo great Ser- 
vices; but refpe&ting him_ who had given 
life to the Princefs, he turn’d his Sword clfe- 
where, when he faw a Knight that had joyn’d 
his Party fome moments before, lift up his 
Arm to kill Usdkan. The gencrous Zixgis 
not contenting himfelf co have {par’d his Per- 
fecuter, would yet defend him againit his 
own Friends, and oppofing himfelf to the va- 
liant Man that fought on his fide; Stop,who 
ever thouart, faidhe to him, and do not de- 
J filethy Arms with the Blood of Taxzla’s Fa- 
_ ther. © Undkan was no more furpriz’d at this 
A@tion than was the Unknown, to whom 
Examples of Vertue were familiar. All the 
World remark’d the proceeding of Zéngis,and 
Philing was {o charm’d with it, that his Af 
fe€tion for fo great a Man augmented. The 
King of Tartary retir’d amougi{t his Men pale 
and trembling, and in the mean time the old 
Band of Souldiers, who were Quarter’d in 
the Suburbs, as we told you before, and who 
had time to make themfelves ready, came 
pouring in on all fides. Affoon asthe cow- 
ardly Timar {aw them appear, he fhouted 
for joy, and advanc’dat their Head ; but how 
‘dear did his boldnefs coft him! Zzagis who 


had appear’d fo moderate in refpeét of the 
Prin- 
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Princefle’s Father was not fo in refpect of 
an infolent Rival; but violently Icaping up- 
on him; “Uhou fhalte dye, without poffeiling 
Taxila, {aid he, and thy Lyes fhall not be 
Witnefles of thedeath of Znzgis. A Shower 
of Blows followed thefe Words, and the Son 
of Zamar fell down lifelefs ac the Peet of the 
King of the Mogols: His Fall overwhelm’d 
the Eleare of his Mother, who encouraged 
him from the Windows, with all that Grief 
and Rage hath moft violent. She blafphe- 
med Heaven and Men, and even revil’d her 
Husband, falling into Convulfions, that be- 
token’d the cruclty of her Paffions. 

Whilft Zingis, Philing, Zerbin, the Une © 
known, and the Mogo/s, witha part of the 
Tartars, compleated the ViCtory : Almund- 
zar {ecing the Princefle’s Apartment without 
Guards, run thither and found her frighted 
atthe noife which fhe heard, without know- 
ing the Caufe thereof. Ah, cdllmundzar, faid 
fhe to him ! Is the King of the .i/ogols dead? 
No, Madam, anfwered the “artar, and i 
hope you fhall {ee him fhortly ina Condi- 
tion to put an end to all your Alarm? Them 
he related to her all that had palit ; and fceing 
the was no Lover of Blood, the Death of 77- 
mur did not pleafe her, how great foever the 
Advantage was that fhe receiv’d byit. But 
ofall that which touch’d her in Favour of 
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‘Lingis, nothing had fo great.an Influence up- 
on her as the glorious A€tion, which had af- 
forded the Tartars fo great a caufe of Admi- 
ration. O Heaven! faid fhe, If Zexgzs per- 
{ecuted and ready to fuccumb under the pi 
rile($ Sword of his Enemics, defendeth the 
Father of Texila againft thofe whom Gene- 
rofity arm’d to fave bim from the Fury of 
‘Undkan, what doth not fhe owe to fo {trong 
Marks of fo pure a Love? dxiove being in- 
tere{ted for her Lover, and for a Prince 
whom fhe tenderly lov’d, rcaffumed Hope 
withthe Princefs; and they redoubled their 
Vows. 

Fortunc had entirely declar’d againft Za- 
mar > The lofs of her dear Timur was tollow- 
ed with the Death of feveral thoufands of 
Souldiers. “Fhe King of Cerguth, Tenguth, 
Ergimul and Ung fighting faintly with- 
ont Valour and Courage, perifh’d by the 
Armsof Zineisand Philiag, and the Lartars 
that came from the Suburbs, were conftrain- 
ed to give back. 

Zingis had no defign upon Undkan'sCrown. 
Seeing that Prince {tunn’d with the Duilor- 
der re-enter his Palace, he embrac’dthe King 
of Dhibet, with whom the aficCtionate Zc 
diz made him acquainted, and after having 
faid unto jim all that a juft Acknow ledg- 
mnene can didlate to a generous Lleart, he 
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turn’d toward the valiant Man that had 
fought with fo much advantage, and fecing 
his Head difcover’d, he knew him co be the 
Prince of Brema: “Then it was that their 
mutual Embraces expre{s’d their Friendfhip. 
Zingis prais'd the Mogols and Tartars that had 
ferv'd him, with all the attection that their 
Valour oblig’d him t@ His Friends adviftd 
him to go into the Palace; but whatfocver 
Impatience he had to fee Taxéla, he judg’d 
that out of re{fpeét to her he ought not to 
leave Uxdkan, and retir’d to the fame Houfe 
where he had lain fometime abfconded. Phz- 
ling and Over accompanied him thither, and | 
Zerbiz took care of the remainder of the A/o- 
gols. But {carce had they been two Hours 
in that place, when A/mundzar came to feels 
them. Come, valiant Princes, faid hetothem, 
with inimoderate tranfports of Joy, come 
and enjoy the Fruits of your Valour ; you 
haveno more enemies co fear: Fury hath exe~ 
cuted upon Zamar,what yourArms have done 
upon the refit ; She is dead,and Uxakav, treed 
fromthe Bondage in which her Artifices had 
enthrald him, recalfech that Vertue which 
fic had banifhed out of his Soul, and with 
ardent Breathings defireth a Reconciliation 
with you. Thefe Words which infpu’d them 
with Hopes of an agreeable Revolution, did 
not at firlt find a perteét belief in thofe to 
. Ia; @ | whona 
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whom they were addrefsd ; but in the end, 
they were oblig’d to give Faith unto them, 
and follow Almundzar to the Palace. Peace 
was already re-eftablifhed there , all the Peo- 
le made Vows for Zingis, there were none 
found lamenting for Zamar, and much Ilefs 
for her wicked Son. 

Coming to Usdkar,@Wingis found there the 
Prince{s, and Phiding the charming Axzone: 
The King of Tartary with open Arms recet- 
vedthe King of the Afogols, and that Prince 
humbled himfelf refpeétfully to receive his 
Embraces. Will you forget the Cruelties 
that cover me with an ercrnal Shame? My 
Lord, faid he to Usdkaz, and can you pardon 
me for what the unjuft Empire, that a Wo- 
man had ufurp’d over my Weaknefs, hath 
made me commit againft you, notwithftand- 
ing the many Services that you had fo gene- 
roufly render’d unto me? By your firft Act- 
ons you merited the Crown of Tartary, and 
all that you have added unto it; and by pre- 
ferving my Lite forthe fake of Taxsla, you 
deferve alfo thar Princefs: I give her unto 
you, Zines, and with her Tartary, and all 
that is fubjeéted to my Scepter, being fenfible 
of no other Pleafure than in fceing you two 
Reign together. Ar thefe words he took the 
Princefsby the Hand, who full of Joy receiv’d 
that of Zingis. My Lord, faid he to ond 
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Your Goodnefs furpaffeth infinitely my Hopes 
and the Merit of my Services. I receive with 
all due refpeét the precious Advantage of be- 
ing united to the Princefs: but for the Crown 
of Tartary, I will not joyn mince to it, but to 
the endthat I may make you Matter of both. 
Reign my Lord, Reign in Peace, and receive 
my Homages. No, no, interrupted Usdkan, 
Thave been King too long, fince I have been 

uilty of fo great Injuftice in that quality: 
whilitI Reign in you, you fhall Reign for me, 
and I willreap from thence both Pleafurcand 
Glory. ‘Then he asked Pardon of the King 
of Thibet, prais’d his Gencrolity, and was per- 
fetly reconcil’d to him. Bue catting his Eyes 
upon the Prince of Brewa, who had not yet 
chang’d his Habits, he knew him to be that 
terrible Man againft whom Zungis had de- 
fended him. He was fomewhat mov’d at the 
fighe of him; but the rifing Vertue, which 
begun to chafe from his Soul all that ap- 
proach’d to Vice, would not permit him to 
entertain any Refentment. Fle embrac’d him 
then ashe would have done a Son: The King 
of the Afogo/s would not fuller you to take 
Vengeance on mc, Omir, faid he unto him,and 
Iwill not find fault with one that atrack’d 
mein fo juft a Caufe. Omer antweid witha 
ereat deal of fubmiffion. Almundzar received 
alfonew Marks of Usdban’s Friendfhip, and 
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this King {poke with much fweetnefs to all 
thofe that took Arms for Zzngs. 

Mean-time Love triumph'd, and Zgagis 
and Zaxt/a perceiv’d it mutually in theircon- 
tented Eyes, and received from one another 
the moft tender Affurances thereof. Philing 
told —-4xéone all that he had fuflered during a 
few Days abfence, and conjur’d that fcrupu- 
lous perfon to be fomewhat lefs fix’d in her 
Refolutions, and to yield at laft to make 
them happy. She thanked him for what he 
had done for Zingis; and after this firit In- 
tervicw, the Princes having received fome 
flight Wounds that had need to be look’d af- 
ter; went out together with C#/mundzar: 
They were not confiderable enough to oblige 
them to keep their Chamber, and they pre- 
par'd themfelves to vifit the Princefs, when 
the Prince of Brema {poke in this manner to 
the King of Thiber : 

I know not, my Lord, whether what hath 
happen’d unto me in your Dominions will 
draw upon me your hatred: I have commit- 
ted a Faulr, and yet cannot be a Penitent.

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Agent inthe Affair ; and feeing he had not a 
Heart difpos’d tocondemn that Patfion, that 
had fo great an Empire overhim, feeing the 
Prince of Brema’s Worth, and knowing the 
Service that he had done to Axione. What- 
foever you have done, my Lord, replyed he, 
Iam perfwaded that my Silter 1s oblig’'d to 
you,and I being fo, in fo touching amanner, 
believe that I am incapable to condemn you: 
But ince Thamarize is at Cambala, lotus {ee 
her quickly, that fhe may receive the Loobra- 
ces of a Brother that hath always dearly lo- 
ved her. 

Philing and Zingis would have accompa- 
nied Omir; but Almund=ar pray’d them not 
to ftir, and ne went with that Prince to feek 
Thamarize,whom they immediately brought 
to Uadian's Palace: “Vhe Brother and the 
Sifter gave to one another all the marks of a 
tender Friendfhip. ‘Zéneis falutcd the Prin- 
cefs of U Asbet, whofe Beauty he adinir’d, and 
Undkan hearing of her Arrival, came to fee 
her, that he might fhew the greatnefs of his 
Refpeét for Vimar, and would himfclt lead 
her intoan Apartment, whither Taxé/a and 
Axione allo came. As {oon as thamarize had 
faluted the PrincefS of ‘Vartary, fhe received 
Axione with open Arms, and fhe received 
her Careffes with arefpeéttul tendernefs. Phe 
King retir'd, and all the Company being de- 
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firous to be inform’d how Omir and Thama- 
vize werecome together, the Prince of Bre. 
ma, with the Prince{{e’s permiffion, fpoke in 
this manner tothefe [luftrious Perfons.

es ttere are none but know that I have 

q been unhappy from the Cradle; the 
Son cfa Prince Conquer’d and Subdu’d by 
the King of Vartary’s Arms, without For- 
tuoe, having loft all i that Revolutuon; and 
without hope to re-eftablifh my Houfe, un- 
Iefs by my own Courage, and the affiftance 
of my Friends. 

Undkan did not neglect my Education; 
and J muftown my felf oblig?d ro him, in 
that I was brought up as the Son of a King: 
but having attain’d to a more reafonable Age, 
Dimers Iniolency made me perceive that 1 
was Culy a Slave, he always treating me as 
lus Inferiour. I bore all a great while, not 
knowing what to refolve upon. ‘he Arrival 
of Zingés into Lartary {tay’d methiere, by rea- 
fon of the Aficétion that IT bore to him: we 
made our firft Campaign together; but at 
cur return from the War, net being able to 
dive under a Power which Zamzar's ue 
mo an 
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and Timurs Credit render’d unjuft, TI de- 
parted from Tartary without acquainting any 
with my Refolution, and firft vilited the un- 
fortunate Place wherelI firft faw hght: Such 
{ad Objeéts ferv’d only to affli€t me; 1 de- 
{cended towards the South, and infenfibly 
came into the Kingdom of 7 hibet. 

Larriv’d at Kachew a little after the King 
had left it: Sadnefs reigned over all; thofe 
that govern’d the State taking advantage of 
the King’s Abfence, and of the fimall Exper1- 
ence that the Princefs had in thefe great At- 
fairs, minded their own Profit, and ufurp’d 
too great an Authority. 

The firft time I {aw Vhamirize was in the © 
Temple, where fhe was pertorming her De- 
votions : Her modecft and melancholy Air 
render'd her Beauty All-potent over my 
Heart: Iperceiv’d even then that T was be- 
ginning to fall in love, and I had not the 
force to refift this Difpofition.

with her, witty:in Converfation, and inca- 
pable of doing an Injuftice: She had feve- 
ral Maids of Illuftrious Families about her, 
and this litthe Court, fo fevere to our Sex, 
infpir’d my youthful Fancy with a defign as 
oddas bold, but the only one that gave me 
Hopes of Succefs: being of convenient Fea- 
tures, I-refolved to cloath my felf likc a Wo- 
man. They wear their Habits fomewhat 
loofe in Thbet, I caus’d fome to be made pro- 
per for a Perfon of Quality, by means of a 
Girl whom [ acquir’d, and who was faithful 
unto me. There was none but would have 
been deceiv'd with this Difguife, even thofe 
of my moft familiar Acquaintance, there be- 
ing nothing fore’d in my Aétions, and my 
Face might have paft for that of a handfome 
Maid. 

Over-joy’d that I had faln upon this Stra- 


tagem, I refolved quickly to make an Effay, 
and 
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and in two Days having perfectly accuftom- 
edmy {elf to aét the Maid, I was fhewed the 
way tothe Palace-Garden, into which my 
Cloths eafily obtain’d for me a permiffion to 
enter. I walked there a great while alonc; 
but at lat Vhbamirize who was wont tocome 
thither daily, came at her ufual Hour, and 
aft by nearthe place where I was: I faluted 
her re{pe€tfully; fhe return’d my Salutation 
with an extraordinary Goodnefs; and after 
fhe had walked fome paces off, the Idea of 
my unknown Face ftriking her Imagination, 
fhe asked of the Maids that followed her, 
whether any of them knew me: ‘Thcy all an- 
{wered in the Negative , and it being the 
will of Fortune, that the Princefs fhould find 
fometbing in me not unworthy of her Curi- 
ofity, fhe fat down, and order’d one of her 
Maids to entreat me to come to her: I o- 
beyed with a great Agitation, and I hawstrize 
took itfora fign of Modefty, that which was 
only the Effect of my Love. Do not take it 
ill, faid fhe untome, with a graccful Sweet- 
nefs, that I am defirous to know you: Your 
Meen is able to pre-occupy all thofe that fee 
you, in your Favour ; Iwifhl could be ufe- 
ful to you to teftifie that I {peak fincerely to 

you. 
Thefe obliging Words piere’d to the very 
bottom ofmy Heart, and filled ir with avery 
fenfible 
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fenfible Joy. I was indeed inform?d, Madam, 
replied I, that you wasa Princefs as Generous 
as Fair; and that the Mi£sfortunes of my 
Love would certainly be remedied by your 
Goodnefs, if I could once appear before you: 
1 was Born in Fartary, Madam, and Educa- 
ted at Cambalu, with the Princefs T'axz/a, be- 
ing ofa Quality that procur’d me that Ho- 
nour. Certain deplorable Misfortunes oblig’d 
mie to leave that Court, and Heaven con- 
du€ted me to Tibet, where I abide, that I 
may evite greater Evils; unknown to all 
your People, without Proteétion, and with- 
out Friends, f havealready paft fome fad Days 
here: but, Madam, they will be hereafter 
more pleafant, and the Happinefs thatI have 
this Day received, will make me forget all 
my paft Pains. Thamzerize looked upon me 
attentively all the while, I f{poke, and offer- 
ing her hand to me with an Air full of Good- 
nefs ; I am forry, faid fhe to me, that For- 
tune hath been fo ungrateful to your Merit, 
asto cxpofe you to any crofs Adventures: but 
at the fame time, Iam glad that fhe affordeth 
mean Occafiontoaffift you. You may abide 
wvith us, and nothing that dependeth on us 
fhall be wanting to make your Life cafie. 

I ca(t my felt at the Princeffe’s Feet, trant- 
ported with love and delight; and having 
thanked her for the Favour ihe did me, Ten- 
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tertain’d her witha recital of my Adventure, 
asmy Fancy at that inftant dictated to me, 
(till keeping within the bounds of probabili- 
ty,and told her that my Name was IJrm//e. 

This was the fuccefs of my Stratagem of 
Love: Labode in the Palace among 7 bamiri- 
ze’s Maids, and forgot no Precautions that 
might ferve to conceal my Secret, and to con- 
tinue me in a quiet pofleffion of the Advan- 
tage that I enjoyed. In a little time I acquir’d 
a confiderable rank in the Princeffe’s Friend- 
fhip; fhe gave me a thoufand innocent 
marks thereof, and {eem’d delighted to hear 
metalk: but my greateft trouble was to hide 
my Love, which received new aupmentati-, 
ons every moment: I had this advantage in 
my Happinefs,that it did not excite any Envy 
againft me, and that all Thamirize’s Maids 
were my Friends. 4/zive the Daughter of one 
Hildezar a Fugitive, and the caufe of the 
King’s Abfence, did often bewail her Father's 
Crime before the Princefs, who intorm’d me 
that it was _Axione who had obliged theis Bro- 
ther to leave his Kingdom, and fhe was not a | 
little joy’d, when I cold her news of that 
lovely Axione. 

My greateft care was not to abufe the 
Princefle’s Goodnefs, by allowing toogreat a 
liberty to my Eyes: I fhunn’d her Prelence

Women in; I never went to her Chamber 
till fhe was drefs’d, and came out of it al- 
ways before they put her to Bed. 

In this manner then I paft my time the firft 
Month; but Icould not cxpect to remain 
{till without trouble. The abfence ofthe King 
and Hildezar, who wasthe moft confiderable 
after that Prince,fwell’d the Courage of feve- 
ral perfons, that dared not to pretend to any 
thing before. For believing that neither of 
them would ever return, and feeing the 
PrincefS deftin’d to Reign after PAiding, O- 
thrize and Benzide, who were of the quality 
of Princes, appeared in love with her, and 
declar’'d it openly.

It is doubtlefs the 
ill Fortune that brought you into T/ééer, that 
infpireth you with that Melancholy, which 
Icannot fee without trouble, and which I 
with [ was able to remove at any rate. Ma- 


damn, replied I, Since you have {weetned,or &. 


rather fix’d that.cruel Fortune, which croft . 
my tenderer Years, it is impoffible that I can 
be one moment without thinking on my Ob- 
ligations to you. Alas, Madam! I am far 
from being guilty of the Crime of not think- 
ing upon you, andif you had never another 
to reproach me with, I would perhaps be lefs 
difquieted. 1 blufh’d in pronouncing thefe 
words. Thamirize perceiv’d ic, and look?d 
upon me fixedly ; but not comprehending 
any thing of the myftery: I do not believe, 
replied fhe,that any thing can male you pafs 
for guilty in my efteem: But, Irmi/e, {peak 
fincerely, and if you defire my fatisfaction, 
tell me why you languifh? If there appear- 
ethany Firein your Eyes, you lookas if you 
M defign’ 
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defign’d to hide it. I never furprize yeu but 
fighing ; you fometimes !ook up to Heaven 
in a fuppliant manner 5 you feem’d diligent 
in ferving me at the beginning of our ac- 
quaintance, and now methinks my Prefence 
troubleth you. You are free here, and I did 
not give -you a San€tuary with a dcfign to 
con{train you: But, my dear Irmife, added 
the {miling, and {tretching out her hand ob- 
ligingly to me, you muift difcover your Mind 
to me. I believe you are.in love, and that 
{ome Illuftrious Turtar potleffcth that Heart, 
in which I am defirous to have a little room. 
During this Difcourfe I was a hundred times 
temprtedto declare my felf, but confidering 
that Thamirize would then perhaps fhew me 
as much Severity, as fhe had hitherto done 
Swectnels, I imprifon’d my Love once more, 

and endeavour’d to compofe my felf. 
If any one had a larger fharc inmy Heart 
than the Princefs of Uhibetr, anfwer’d I, 1 
would never perhaps have fcen her, and be- 
ing of the humour fF am of, I could_ hardly 
leave the place where) was {taid by fo {trong 
a tye. 1 donot fay, continu’dI, that my Soul 
is altogether void of Vendernefs, and that 1s 
perhaps the caufe of my languifhing Groans. 
t don’t doubt, laid ThLaxarife,more perplex'd 
than before, but you are capable to make a 
good choice, and uponthisaccount, f promile 
to be always favourable to bam that hath che 
Hap- 
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Happinefs to pleafe you: And what would 

ou fay, Madam, replied I, You that have fo 
much Reafon and Wifdom, if you found 2 
Girl refolute enough to love, and fo bold as to 
own it. I wouldnot condemn her for a Free- 
dom that I had force’d her unto, aniwered. 
Thamirize, and feeing there may bea lawful 
Tendernefs, I would not efteem her the lef{s. 
Since you approve in mc, replied I, a Paflion 
which fo many condemn ; onc would be tem- 
pted to think that a Prince worthy of you 
by his Meric and Perfon, might one Day 
have the Honour totouch you. “Vis truc, 
continu’d Thamirize with amodeft Bluth,chat 
I donot feel my felf incapable of loving an. 
extream lovely Objcét ;and you {ce, /rmife,tee-. 
ing Tlove you, that) am not infenfible. Ah, 
Madam! cried I out, “The Love with which 
you honour me, would not fatisfic an amorous 
Prince; and I know fome that would not be 
contented with it, as precious as itis. Secing 
you have travell’d through Paths that are as 
yct unknown to mc, added the Princefs, you 
are able to give me aLeffon: Bur, Trmtfe, 
fince it isnotin favour of Bezzidand Othrize; 
that I defign to make ufe of your Skill, we 
muit expeét fome other occafion. 

I was not forry that Uhad found a pretext 
tocover my Melancholy : 1 fuiter’d Thami- 
rize to believe that I was in love, and _, after 
this difeourfe fhe ask’d me no more queftions.

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About this time the two Rivals redoubled 
their Importunitics, and began to form Par- 
ries under-hand in Téébet: On this Occafion 
it wasthat I admir’d the inconftancy of the 
People.

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am not worthy of Life, anfwer'd I, with a

away. Withdraw, Madam, think on your 
own Safety, and leave the unhappy Ovzr 
Prince of Brema, who hath abus’d your Good- 
nefs, but dyeth adoring you, and who never 
would have done you any Otfence, if he had 
not lov’d you too ardently. Icould not {pealk 
any longer; Thamirize believed L was dead, 
and, as (he {ince told me,was more tenfible of 
Grief than Anger. 

Benzide & Othrize were dangcroufly woun- 
dep, but not kil?’d: Their Creatures took care 
of them, and by the Princcffe’s order I was y 
carried intoan Apartment of the Palace: H- 
very one was aftonifl’d, when they were in- | 
form?d of my Sex; but ofall thofe that were

And you are not revengeful, in- 
terrupted I next,in choofing for me a Punith-. 
ment {fo great as that of Abfence. If you will 
condemn me to it, I muft obcy,but it willcer- 
tainly kill me; fince that I might fcc you, I 
adventur’d even to offend you, itis beyond all 
doubt that my Life is bound up in that Plea- 
fure. After all, Madam, I will notwithftand- 
ing be gone, and at this very moment, if my 
Strength would permit me. No,no, my J ord, 
replied the Princefs, with a le{s imperious 
Air, recover your Health firft, and when that 
is done, we fhall determine the time of that 
Departure that difquicteth you.
